F ire in C bfnytow n. 
San Francisco, November 19:h.—Shortly 
before daylight this morning a fire was dis­ 
covered in the three-story brick building, 
Nos. 12 to 20, on Stout’s alley, between 
Washington, Jackson, Dupont and St*ckton 
streets, and an alarm was turned in from box 
25. The tl lin es spread with such fearful 
rapidity, and the surroundings were so com­ 
bustible, that a second or general alarm was 
sounded. 
The first, or ground floor, was 
occupied as Chinese stores by Tung Fung 
Company, Ah Wang, Sang Cbeon, Chong 
Tie, Chang Li, Chung Qui and Ah Quong, 
and the two upper stories by Sam Tie and Lee 
Wong aslodgingapartments. Theupper stories 
were completely gutted and most of the con­ 
tents destroyed. The fire did not reach the 
stores, and through the efficiency of the Fire 
Patrol the goods were not badly damaged, 
being well protected by their covers. The 
building was owned by L. Kapler, the walls 
of which are standing, but in a damaged con­ 
dition. Fire Marshal Durkee estimates the 
loss to building and contents at between 
$7,000 and $8,000, which is largely covered 
by insurance. The flames spread to the 
three-story brick building Nos. 2 to 10, owned 
by Young Kew Oheoug and Uug A Ah Fook, 
which is abo occupied by Chinese. The 
premises sustained a loss of about §100. The 
supposed cause of the fire was the explosion 
of a coal oil lamp on the second floor of the 
building Nos. 12 to 20. During the progress 
of the fire some cans of oil exploded, badly 
burning John Mahoney, foreman of Engine 
Company No. 5, and two fireman, Charles 
Tower and a man named Wilson.

S an F rancisco, November 19th.—Yester­ 
day the following accusations against Mayor 
Kalloch, Auditor Dunn and City and County 
Attorney Murphy were filed in Department 
No. 11 of the Superior Court by the foreman 
of the Grand J ury : 
The Grand Jury of the eity and county present 
this accusation in writing against Isaac S. Kalloch 
for willful and corrupt misconduct in office, as fol­ 
lows : During the months of -March. April and 
May, in the year 1S80, the said Isaac 8. Kalloch was 
still the duly elected, qualified and acting Mayor of 
the said city and county • f San Francisco, and, by 
virtue of his aforesaid < ffiee, a member of the Board 
of Election Commissioners of 
said city and 
county ; that the said I. S. Kalloch in his official 
capacity aforesaid procured the appointment of 
oue \V. P. Hüghev to a position in the office of 
the Registrar of Voters, for the said city and 
county, at a salary of §75 per month, and 
afterwards, to w it: in the month of March, 
1880, caused the salary of the said W. P. Hughey 
to be raised to §175 per month. That said W. P. 
Hughey held the said position during the said 
months of March, April and May, HO, and was paid 
tor the said months at the rate ol 4125 per mouth. 
That on or about ttie 2d day of March, 1380, the saiil 
Isaac S. Kalloch, at the city and county afor said, for 
the purpose of inducing the said W. P. Hughey to 
deliver a portion ot his salary, against his will and 
without lawful considerati n, to him, the said 
I. 8. Kalloch, then and theretofore well knowing 
that the said \Y. P. Hughey knew him, the said 1.8. 
Kallock, to be Mayor of said city and county, and 
by virtue thereof a member and President of the 
slid Board of Election Commissioners, corruptly 
stated and declared to the said \V. P. Hughey that 
he, the said I. 8. Kalloch, had his, the said 
W. P. Hughey’s salary raised, and that he, the 
siid Isaac S. Kalloch, wanted 850 out of the 
salary of him, the said W. P Hughey for 
the month of March, lsSO, and that lie wanted 
it foi a man who needed it worse than the said \V.

form, force and tilect of the statute in such cases 
made and provided, and against the peace and dig­ 
nity of the people of the State of California. 
Ordered by the Grand Jury aforesaid, and pre­ 
sented the 5th day of November, A. D. 1830.

Ths Grand Jury presented two other ac­ 
cusations against I. 8. Kalloch, J. P. Dunn 
and John Luttrell Murphy, as City Hall 
Commissioners, charging, first, that during 
February, March, April, May and June, 
1880, the accused, acting as Commissioners 
for the completion of the new City Hall, were 
required by law to advertise for sealed pro­ 
posals for work to be done on said building ; 
that, nevertheless, during said months the 
said defendants, as Commissioners, had a 
large amount of concrete work done without 
advertising for sealed proposals to do the 
same, and the omission of the said defendants, 
as Commissioners, to make such advertise­ 
ment, was willful and contrary to the form, 
force and effect of the statute in such cases 
made and provided. The second charge is 
like the first, except that the date of the al­ 
leged offense is put at’August and September.

CREMATION IN ITALY. 
The Italians are resolved to make the 
system of cremation as perfect as possible. 
The headquarters of the institution at 
Milan have recently received a very s ngu- 
lar addition. 
Its customers were con­ 
fronted with a difficulty which at first had 
not been anticipated. The difficulty was 
to know what they were to do with the 
ashes of their deceased relatives. 
It 
seemed improper that ordinary sepulture 
should follow so unusual a process as cre­ 
mation. The management at Milan has at 
last found its way out of the difficulty. 
Incineration 
is, after 
all, 
but 
a 
revival of an old fashion, aud it 
was ODly necessary to follow 
out 
the usages of its originatois in order 
to cause all difficulty to disappear. The 
Crematory Temple at Milan is to have an 
annex, which will, in fact, be a cemetery. 
The municipality has already selected its 
architects and approved the planB which 
he has furnished. The cemetery, when 
completed, will differ as widely from an 
ordinary grave-yard as cremation differs 
from ordinary sepulture. It will be an 
Etruscan building, 36 feet high by about 20 
feet long, and will be furnished with re­ 
cesses, 120 in number, according to the 
present design, in each of which several 
cinerary urns can be placed. The author­ 
ities are so confident of the success of the 
undertaking that they have ordered vaults 
or catacombs to be constructed under the 
nave, and these will become the private 
property of families. The practice of cre­ 
mation seems to have made more way in 
Italy than in Germany, to which two coun­ 
tries of Europe it has as yet been almost 
entirely confined.—[London News.

DETAIL OF THE PLANS FOR IMPROVING 
THE SACRAMENTO RIVER. 


The Memorandum of State Fnglneer Hall 
Referred to in the Report of Capt. 
Eads, Consulting Engineer. 


I 


The improvement of the Sacramento river 
as a fliod-carrying and navigable channel is 
to be effected mainly through the agency of 
the moving power of its currents, guided and 
controlled by engineering works to be desig­ 
nated and executed for this purpose. 
These works will have for their ultimate 
objects—first, the production of a chaunel of 
good regimen—uniform capacity to transport 
the waters presented ; second, the mainten­ 
ance of a well-formed, self-sustaining low- 
water channel; and third, the production of 
a high-water channel of sufficient capacity to 
accommodate and transmit the waters of all 
ordinary fl rods. 
Although material may be taken to advan­ 
tage from the bed of the river for the pur­ 
pose of constructing levees upon its banks, 
thereby enlarging its channel, yet the great 
work of removing its shoals, adjusting its 
widths and depths, and generally clearing its 
water-way, must be performed by the moving 
waters, for to talk of accomplishing this end 
by direct mechanical means artificially ap­ 
plied is to contemplate the ex[>enditure of 
money beyond all hope of reasonable return. 
Hence we are to consider the character and 
moving power of the river currents. 
The Sacramento river may be contem­ 
plated in three compartments as regards the 
power and action of its currents to produce 
and maintain the channel desired. These 
are, the tidal compartment, wherein the in­ 
fluence of tidal action predominates over 
that of the fl >w from land drainage in the 
aggregate and throughout the year, and regu­ 
lates the dimensions of the channel; the 
land drainage compartment, wherein the 
channel is formed and alone maintained hy 
the waters of land drainage, and the influ­ 
ence of tides is not felt; and the interme­ 
diate compartment, wherein the balance be­ 
tween the waters brought down from above 
and those periodically sent up by the tides, 
is most variable, and the channel is 
made and maintained in part by each in­ 
fluence—the one predominating at the time 
of floods and the other at times of low water. 
Tde lower or tidal compartment of the 
Sacramento river may be with greater ap­ 
parent propriety taken as extending up to 
the mouth of Cache slough, on the Steamboat 
slough channel, ana to a somewhat greater 
distance above the foot of Grand Island on 
the old river channel; but for convenience of 
reference and to conform to the divisions of 
the river mentioned preliminarily in the re- 
ort of the State Engineer made to the 
legislature in January, 1880, I propose to 
regard only the channel below the foot of 
Grand Island to.the bay as constituting this 
tidal compartment, this including within it 
the eighth and ninth divisions of the river 
preliminarily B et out, as above mentioned. 
The influence of the tides used to he felt at 
low-water stages of the stream as far up as 
the mouth of Feather river, but since the 
rising of the bed, occasioned by the flow of 
sandB in the past few years, the tidal influ­ 
ence is not perceptible above the mouth of 
the American river, where formerly there 
was two feet of tidal action. A successful 
treatment of this river for the improvement 
of its channels would result in the lowering 
of the water plane and the restoration of 
tidal action as far up as of old. So that ul­ 
timately the intermediate compartment 
would extend to the mouth of Feather river; 
but for the purposes of preliminary 
work the limit of present tidal in­ 
fluence at low water is taken as 
the upper line of this compartment, so that 
it is considered as extending from the foot of 
Grand Island to the mouth of American 
river, including the sixth and seventh di 
visions of the river, as set out in the report 
heretofore referred to. 
Above the mouth of the American river the 
channels of the Sacramento and Feather 
rivers are now maintained by the action of 
water moving forward to the bay contin­ 
uously—the waters of land drainage ; the ac­ 
tion of the tides is not felt, and their conser­ 
vative influence cannot be counted upon to 
any great extent for restoring the channel 
to its former depth and improving upon its 
condition generally. Here, then, is the upper 
or land drainage compartment of the river. 
IMPROVED TIDAL COMPARTMENT. 
In a general way the influence of the tides 
was discussed in the report to the Legislature, 
heretofore alluded to. (Part II., pp. 59-63 ) 
This influence is to be availed of iu the tidal 
compartment by the removal of channel 
bar», thus facilitating the propagation of the 
tidal wave. For the velocity of its trans­ 
mission is in proportion to the square root of 
the mean depth of the channel. 
These bars ejrist at points where the river 
is widest—too wide for the volume of water 
habitually presented to it—and are to be re­ 
moved by bringing the banks to the distance 
apart which shall he indicated by a study of 
the hydrography of this compartment as that 
which affords the average well-shaped sec­ 
tion.At one notable point—in the turn known 
as “ Horse Shoe Bend”—5,000 feet above 
Eminaton Landing, and at several other 
points also, the channel in this compartment 
is too narrow, as the result of an undue 
growth of a point bar, and the opposite hank 
is being destroyed. This is an action of an­ 
other character requiring attention. 
By reference to page 66 of Part II. of the 
report spoken of it will be seen under the 
head of works advisable on the lower river— 
second—that all of the foregoing lines of im­ 
provements have been officially recommended 
in the following words: “ Removing the 
channel bars between Grand Island and Col­ 
linsville, and widening the channel in the 
Horse Shoe Bend.” 
It is to be remembered that in contracting 
the width of the channel above low-tide low- 
water mark the area of the Bpread of tidal 
waters is restricted, and the volume of tidal 
wave thereby diminished—a result which will 
tend, in a degree at least, to counteract the 
influence for good of adjusting the width of 
the channel. And yet to adjust those widths 
only up to the low-tide low-water mark would 
admit of too free an escape for the waters 
over the full width of the bars at higher 
stages to insure the maintenance of the de­ 
sired channel through them. 
Bearing these points iu mind, we are to 
bring the channel to the required width up 
to an elevation which will insure the conser­ 
vative action necessary, and plan for the 
spread of the tidal waters over as great an 
area as possible above that level. With this 
view my study of the subject leads me to 
adopt about the plane of half-tide at low- 
water stage for the crest elevation of all con­ 
tracting works in the tidal compartment of 
the river. 
For a similar reason, if for no other, Cache 
slough should he left open. It acts as an im­ 
portant basin into which the wave of tidal 
water is |s>nred and withdrawn twice daily, 
thus affording the volume necessary to keep 
open the channel of the river below, by its 
passing up and down again. 
The chief works considered necessary in 
this lower or tidal compartment of the river 
have been indicated on page 56 of the report 
heretofore alluaed to, under the side heading: 
Proposed Channel Coirections. I here restate 
them in a more comprehensive form. 
THE NEWTOWN SHOAL CORRECTION. 
A new alignment for the south shore of the 
river, above Wood Island, to near the foot of 
Grand Island. 
Designed to effect the removal of the New­ 
town shoal and the enlargement of the Rio 
Vista channel. 
General plan : A permeable training wall 
of brush iu the form of a mattress on edge 
supported by piles, near the alignment of the 
proposed new shore, connected with the 
present south shore by several cross-walls or 
spurs of similar construction. 
The effect will be to narrow the river npon 
the shoal and close the channel south of 
Wood Island, with the permeable barriers, 
thus causing deposit upon the south half of 
the shoal and in the south or Wood Island 
channel, and scour through the north half of 
the shoal and the northern or Rio Vista chan­ 
nel. 
CORRECTIONS FROM RIO VISTA TO COLLINS­ 
VILLE. 
Effect the production of a channel through 
all the shoals from Wood Island to the bay, 
to the normal width and depth of the pres­ 
ent channel as found at the localities of the 
same division of the river where it is in good 
form. 
General plan : A treatment of the wide 
shoal reaches of the river somewhat similar 
to that proposed for the Newtown shoal cor­ 
rection : namely, the introduction of per­ 
meable barriers or spur-dykes, located upon 
such portions of the flats as will clear the 
best alignment for the permanent channel. 
These barriers may be constructed as floating 
walls, or curtains of brush anchored at their 
lower and buoyed at their upper edges, in a 
manner somewhat similar to those used on 
the Missouri, The effect will be to cause de­ 


posit between the successive dykes along the 
same shore and division in the channel be­ 
tween them and the opposite bank, thus 
affecting the production of a channel of the 
desired width and depth. 
HORSESHOE BEND CORRECTION. 
The general idea of this correction has 
been conversed in a former mention of it. 
A point bar his grown rapidly and become 
covered with swamp-growth of vegetation. 
The high-water currents are thrown forcibly 
against the opposite bank, which is but the 
narrow rim of bauk-land forming the north­ 
ern border of Sherman Island. This rim is 
being rapidly eroded. It is proposed to di­ 
vert the current from its present point of at­ 
tack and cause it to cut away the opposite 
bar again. 
The means of accomplishing this may be 
briefly designated as a series of spur dykes 
thrown out from the concave shore, com­ 
mencing well above the present point of 
caving and extending down to and over it. 
These spurs will be for the m«st part per­ 
meable, constructed of piles and brush-wood, 
and designed to check the force of the cur­ 
rent all along the south or Sherman Island 
shore, aDd dt fl set it to the opposite bank. 
It is believed that as the result of the exe­ 
cution of the foregoing works, the river 
throughout its lower or tidal compartaient 
will be brought to a good regimen, the tidal 
How will he facilitated, the volume of tidal 
water will be augmented and the whole 
channel will be rendered more efficient as a 
line of flood escape through this compart­ 
ment. And, furthermore, it is maintained 
that the accomplishment of this object is es­ 
sential to the successful treatment of the 
river above the enlargement of its capacity. 
IMPROVEMENT—INTERMEDIATE COMPARTMENT. 
In this compartment we have the tidal ac­ 
tion in a diminished degree, and the flow of 
land drainage on sufficiently inclined slopes 
to induce great scouring power, as our agent 
for the improvement of the channel. 
As already remarked, our first object is to 
secure a channel of good regimen. In this 
compartment of the river exists the most se­ 
rious defect in the regimen of the river in 
any portion of its course—the division of its 
waters into two channels, which occurs at 
Grand Island. 
CORRECTION AT GRAND ISLAND. 
It is proposed to correct this defect by 
making Steamboat slough the channel of the 
river and closing Old River channel at its 
head. This proposition is discussed at page 
56 to 59 of the report heretofore mentioned. 
Steamboat slough is to be preferred to Old 
River as the main channel for the following 
reasons: 
First—It is b o much the shortest that a 
material lowering of the flood-line would be 
effected on this account at the head of Grand 
island and above, by its successful improve­ 
ment. 
Second—It is the most direct and can be 
developed so as to have less bend resistance 
than can Old River channel. 
Third—It is equally as good a channel for 
the lower two-tLirds of its length and a bet­ 
ter channel at its lower end than Old River. 
Fourth—It is only leveed on one side and 
the land is regarded as in a measure reclaimed 
only on that side, so there is room for widen­ 
ing it and setting the levee on the other side 
far enough back to afford the necessai y water 
way. Whereas Old River is already leveed 
on both sides and the embankments 
not affording sufficient water-way be­ 
tween them for the floods, so that the 
improvement 
of this channel would 
necessitate a large outlay for property dam­ 
age, and the destruction of at least one of 
the existing levees. 
Fifth—The Old River is already a tolerably 
clear channel, with a connection through to 
the Mokelumne and San Joaquin rivers by 
way of Georgiana Slough, which would ad­ 
mit of tidal circulation, and hence if it were 
closed at its upper end, and the sands thus 
prevented from entering there, it would re­ 
main open as a navigable stream, affording 
boating facilities for the traffic from its bank 
lands to the bay ; whereas the closure of 
Steamboat Slough at its head, in its present 
condition, and there not being a circulation of 
tidal water through it, would result in its 
complete destruction as a navigable channel, 
to the detriment of lands along its borders. 
Sixth—Cache creek, which, as before 
pointed out, is an important tributary, as 
draining the Yolo basin, enters Steamboat 
Slough chanuel, ar.d materially aids in clear­ 
ing it at its lower end, while it has just the 
reverse effect upon the Old River channel, as 
our studies of the tides and soundings reveal. 
It is proposed to close the head of Old 
river gradually by means of brush mattress 
sills laid iu during successive seasons, one on 
top of the other, until a dam is formed, the 
whole to be held in position by piles and 
weighted down with stoue. 
In the mean time Steamboat Blough must 
be improved by opening a new head to it, 
and dredging through a deep channel to start 
the scouring action, training its currents to 
cut off the points, straighten it and to wash 
out its bars. 
The material obtained by the dredging 
operations to be used in raising and strength­ 
ening the existing levee and constructing one 
to correspond with it on the north bank. 
As the forcing of Steamboat slough chan­ 
nel will cause a temporary super elevation of 
the flood line of the river above, all levees 
must be raised and strengthened to meet this 
as far as Sacramento, at least before the work 
is commenced. 
CLOSURE OF SUTTER SLOUGH. 
For the same reasons as we have given in 
the case of closing Old river, Sntter slough 
should be closed at its upper end ; and the 
process will be similar to that just described 
for the former channel, only the time re­ 
quired need not be more than one season, see­ 
ing that this a small opening. 
IMPROVEMENT—MIDDLE COMPARTMENT ABOVE 
ORAND ISLAND, AND THE UPPER COMPART­ 
MENT. 
All works necessary above Grand Island, 
throughout that portion of the river affected 
by the tides, and that above it also, may be 
generally classified together, as follows : 
1. Removal of channel bars. 
2. Protection and alignment of banks. 
3. Straightening the channel. 
4. Closure of crevasses and other outlets. 
5. Leveeing. 
6. Provision of high-flood overflow chan­ 
nels. 
REMOVAL OF CHANNEL BARS. 
Between Grand Island and the mouth of 
Feather river there are two notable chan­ 
nel bars and one other shoal, but little less 
marked in its development. Haycock shoal 
and Six-mile shoal—the one about nine miles 
below Sacramento and the other about five 
miles above—being the first two of the three 
in importance, while the bar just above 
the old Russian crossing, known as 
Ten-mile shoal, is to be ranked next. 
Two other shallow reaches exist in this 
portion of the river, but it is to be hoped 
the works mentioned would result in the es­ 
tablishment and maintenance at those points 
of a channel even in width and depth with 
that above and below, which would admit 
free transit of the sands forward, and of the 
general deepening of the whole stream. 
Above the junction of the Feather and the 
Sacramento, on the Sacramento particularly 
above Colusa, there are a number of points 
where this treatment must ultimately be ap­ 
plied, but none so necessary as those before 
mentioned, or so prominent as to deserve 
special mention above others at this time. 
PROTECTION AND ALIGNMENT OF BANKS. 
Where the river banks are being rapidly 
worn away locally, the action must be ar­ 
rested, unless it be where a widening of the 
stream or a change of alignment is desirable 
in the direction towards which the chaDge 
tends; and in cases where the trend of the 
banks is such as to cause notable eddies and 
point bars, the cause of these should be re­ 
moved by effecting a change in the alignment 
of the banks. 
Two notable places of some extent exist on 
the Sacramento, between the mouth of 
Feather river and the head of Grand Island, 
where the banks must be protected, namely, 
the west bank of the American river to near 
the Sacramento and Yolo bridge, and the 
west bank in the turn at the point known as 
the Chicory ranch, five miles below Sacra­ 
mento. 
At the first-mentioned point the shore line 
has receded three or four hundred feet, for 
about a quarter of a mile in distance, during 
the past ten years, and this movement ap­ 
pears to be increasing ir rapidity. 
At the last-mentioned place a similar 
action has commenced with alarming rapidity 
within the past few years, threatening the 
destruction of the bark of the river back into 
the low ground in the near future. 
Spur dykes in series and of a more sub­ 
stantial character than those proposed for 
effecting the corrections at chaunel bare 
should be used for this work. Brush mat­ 
tress, foundations, with piles driven through 
these for supports, and filled in with brush- 
work between, constitute the leading charac­ 
teristics of the proposed spurs for this last- 
mentioned purpose. 
Within the portion of the ri ver now under 
consideration there are two points where the 
banks should be given a new alignment, for 
other causes than heretofore localized. 
These points are: At and below the month 


of American river on the east side, and on 
both sides in the bend at Bryte’s ranch. 
The American river mouth correction will 
be planned to give its waters an entrance 
into those of the Sacramento more nearly 
parallel to the direction of the larger stream, 
the object to be effected by means of a pair 
of training walls and spur dykes connecting 
them with the banks. The effect will be to 
facilitate the flow of flood waters, lessen the 
bank-caving on the opposite shore of the Sac­ 
ramento, heretofore alluded to, and prevent 
to a great extent the formation of the bar on 
the east shore of the Sacramento below the 
American mouth. The proposed works would 
be in style of construction somewhat similar 
to that projected for the heavier spurs to pro­ 
tect caving banks. 
On the upper Sacramento river, particularly 
above Colusa, a number of places exist where 
toe banks must be protected from abrasion, 
but none demand special mention now except 
that at the town of Colusa, where works sim- 
lar to those spokeu of for the west bank of 
the river at the two points below must soon 
be undertaken, to prevent a serious malforma­ 
tion of the river channel and consequent in­ 
terruption of the escape of floods. On the 
Feather river a similar notable point exists, 
besides others of minor importance, in what 
is known as Shanghai bend, three miles be­ 
low the mouth of the Yuba, and this trouble 
should also receive attention at an early day. 
STRAIGHTENING THE RIVER. 
Except in the Steamboat slough correction 
—that at Grand Island, already mentioned— 
the expedient of straightening the river is de­ 
sirable only in the division between the head 
of Butte slough and the mouth of Feather 
river. (See pages 67 to 72 of Report to Leg­ 
islature.) 
It is proposed to make at least six cut-offs 
in the river in this region—three below 
Knight’s Landing and three above—as shown 
by the accompanying drawings. 
CLOSURE OF CREVASSES AND OTHER OUTLETS— 
LEVEE CONSTRUCTION. 
Numerous deep cuts or crevasses in the 
natural banks, for the most part caused by 
the rupture of the levees and consequent rush 
of waters through narrow openings, exist on 
both the Sacramento and Feather rivers ; 
long stretches of these streams are flanked 
by such poor leveeB, or none at all, that flood 
waters escape in thin sheets over the land 
for comparatively long distances, without de­ 
stroying the banks to any considerable depth; 
and a number of old natural channels, gen­ 
erally termed sloughs, which have either 
never been closed, or have been swept open 
again by the floods, still permit the escape of 
the floods into the basins which flank the 
rivers. 
These are all outlets, at times, and some of 
them serve as inlets for the return of waters 
at other times; but at all times of flood they 
disturb the regimen of the rivers, and their 
continued action will defeat any attempt to 
improve its channel; hence they must be 
closed. 
The prevention of the escape of any large 
portion of the waters, suddenly effected, 
will result iu a material temporary 
elevation of the flood line ^ in the 
river, 
in the neighborhood " of the 
closures particularly, until such time 
as the channel becomes readjusted to the duty 
it has to perform. Hence the entire closure 
of any considerable proportion of the existing 
outlets in any one locality in one Beason 
would be attended with disaster to existing 
levees in the neighborhood and along the 
river below also. 
It is proposed, therefore, to effect the clos­ 
ure of these outlets by degrees. The smaller 
deep ones should be completely closed at 
once by extending the levees across them. 
The larger deep ones could at the same time 
be filled to the natural bank elevation with 
brush dams placed around behind them, and 
be made to serve as high flood easeme its for a 
few seasons, during which they could be 
gradually closed by raising the brush dams 
from time to tim e; and pending the closure 
of these larger crevasses and natural outlets, 
the levee system should be made complete 
and perfect. 
In all cases, the outlets which permit the 
escape of water ¡uto the beads or upper ends 
of the basins should be closed before those at 
the lower ends, and the closing dams iu those 
latter should be provided with flood gates 
proportioned to the probable duty to be per­ 
formed by them as drainage outlets from the 
basins. 
With this opinion, I am in favor of com­ 
pletely closing all minor openings where 
levees exist up to them, and partially closing 
all the larger openings as described up to 
bank level, as soon as the work can be ac­ 
complished, and at the same time construct­ 
ing complete levees so as to prevent the es­ 
cape of all waters except as follows : 
For the first year, above Colusa, on the 
east side of the river provision should be 
made for the escape of 20,000 cubic feet of 
water per second at some points where it now 
escapes, when the Red Bluff gauge reads at 
high-water elevation of 1880. 
Below Colusa on the east side, down to 
Butte slough, inclusive, provision should l>e 
made for the escape of 15,000 cubic feet of 
water per second when the Colusa gauge 
reads at flood elevation of 1880. 
Belov/ the mouth of Feather river on the 
west side, and above Sacramento, provision 
should be made for the escape of 30,000 cubic 
feet of water per second when the Fremont 
gauge reads at high-water elevation of 1880. 
With these provisions for easement, the ex­ 
isting channels, leveed systematically and 
uniformly to a moderate and safe hight for 
levees, would carry away the ordinary floods 
of the valley, and the work of rectifying and 
enlarging them as heretofore recommended 
would be in continual progress, so that after 
the third or fourth season—including the 
present as one—the cut offs being effected in 
the middle river, and th9 Steamboat slough 
rectification being accomplished on the lower 
river, all outlets could be safely closed to 
high-flood mark of 1880 and the levee Rystem 
could be perfected for all ordinary floods of 
the valley. 
_ 
_ 
I am opposed to the radical, immediate 
closure of the principal outlets, such as the 
English break and two or three others on the 
same side of the river above it, and Butte 
slough and several others on the same side of 
the river above it, because I am certain that 
the river iu its present condition will not 
carry the waters which would be sent down 
to it, within ’ levees of reasonable hight, 
below these points, and the result would be 
disastrous. 
FLOOD ESCAPE WEIRS. 
For a similar reason I am in favor of pro­ 
viding points of escape for the surplus waters 
of extraordinarily high floods. Such vast 
volumes of water as would overtop any line 
of levee which will ever be constructed in 
this valley will assuredly be brought down 
occasionally. 
No possible artificial embankments, no pos­ 
sible development of the channel of the Sac 
ramento river, would provide water-way for, 
and prevent the spread of the waters of such 
floods as those of 1853, 1862, 1868, and per­ 
il ape others, of which we have record. 
The Sacramento river now carries 80,000 to 
90,000 cubic feet per second past Sacramento. 
We may make it carry 200,000 cubic feet, but 
we cannot make it carry 400,000 cubic feet; 
and I am of the opinion that the flood of 
1862, or either of the others mentioned, per­ 
haps, would have presented the last amount 
named, in the lower river. 
For this reason I am in favor of providing 
on the west bank of the river, between Sac­ 
ramento and Knight’s Landing, large escape- 
way8, at least 200 yards wide each. At these 
points the levee should not be raised to 
within, say two feet of that above and be­ 
low, and an open way, of their full width or 
more, should be provided immediately behind 
them, leading back to the lowest part of the 
bank. 
On each side of these open ways a dense 
growth of young timber, several hundred feet 
in width, should be continuously cultivated to 
prevent the lateral escape of strong currents 
which would tear up cultivated or improved 
lands, and the base of these outlets behind 
the levees, as in front, should be cultivated 
iu youDg timber to prevent deep cutting 
when the floods make their escape through 
them. 
s 
By this means the total destruction of vaP 
uable property would be avoided. When the 
levees broke it would be in places where least 
damage would be done behind them ; and, as 
in my opinion these levees will be over­ 
topped periodically unless the waters find 
other escape than by the river, the measure 
proposed is certainly a wise one if the results 
of mv investigations are to be relied upon.

THEATRE FRAN AIS. 


CELEBRATING THE TWO HUNDREDTH 
ANNIVERSARY OF A THEATER. 


The Opening Day of the Fete—Moliere— 
The Bonapartlst Party and 
Its Troubles—Etc. 


P a r is, October 24, 1SS0. 
The Theatre Francais has been en fete; 
it has been celebrating since last Thurs­ 
day night the two hundredth anniversary 
of its existence, for it was then just two 
hundred years the 21st of October, 1680, 
that Louis XIV. signea and Colbert 
contre signed an ordinance for the union 
of the two troupes of comedíeos established 
at the Hotel de Bourgogne and in the Rue 
de Guenegaud at Paris. It was from the 
moment of the coalition of the two troupes 
that they played every day, for until then 
they had played but three times a week— 
Tuesday, Friday and Sunday. 
That 
which may astonish those superstitious in 
regard to Friday is that Friday was the 
day of porte-bonheur, and the one which 
was chosen for the firet representation of 
the pieces. 
THE THEATRE FRANCAIS 
Seems the embodiment of Moliere, since it 
was he who was actor and director of his 
theater and it was his pieces which were 
played. In more than one respect do we 
And a great analogy between the lives and 
talents of Moliere and Shakespeare. Al­ 
though at the present time Corneille and 
Racine find each their place, yet is it the 
house of Moliere, and the entire talented 
troupe have done their utmost that the 
spirit of the great comedian may feel at 
home. Times have indeed changed ; dur­ 
ing hiB lifetime Moliere did not even have 
a foretaste of the honor and glory which 
awaited him in the future, for he was 
nothing more to his king, the roi soleil, 
than a sort of fool or buffoon created to 
amuse him and make him laugh. Aside 
from the “ Fourberies de Scapin ” and the 
“ Medecin Malgre Cui,” all his pieces 
of buffoonery were written for the 
court, whereas all his serious com­ 
edies 
were 
first 
offered 
to 
the 
public. Moliere, through his just and witty 
criticisms of the customs of his lime, cre­ 
ated many enemies, who attacked him on 
all sides, not only as a writer and come­ 
dian, but outraged him as a husband. At 
last he begged from the King the permis­ 
sion to defend himself, which the King 
deigned to accord. The defense of Mo­ 
liere was the “ Impromptu.” 
When 
Louis XLV. deigned to permit Moliere to 
defend himself the royalists were in ec- 
stacy and exclaimed, “ What a grand 
King 1 Oh, monarchy, the protector of 
letters !’’ But one rather becomeB indig­ 
nant at the idea that Moliere, outraged 
and calumniated, should have needed that 
permission should be accorded to him to 
defend himself. Such was the protector of 
letters who allowed the old Corneille to 
remain poor and neglected. As to Mo­ 
liere, so lung as he lived and could amuse 
him, Louis XIV. took his part just as you 
would become angry at a kick given to 
your dog, but Moliere had no sooner died 
and was incapable of producing another 
ballet than Louis XIV. allowed the priests 
to throw him on the roadside iike a carrion, 
and it was only by force of prayers that 
they could extract from him a little earth. 
Marquises were extended in front of the 
entrance of the Theatre Francais, com­ 
posed of 
OLD TArESTRY AND FLOWERS, 
And decorations extended far into the 
vestibule. The public seemed to compre­ 
hend the solemnity of this elevated liter­ 
ary manifestation and presented them­ 
selves in the grande. tenue which such an 
occasion required, and it was almost re­ 
ligiously the chef-d'oeuvre of Moliere was 
listened to. The “ Misanthrope ” was the 
first piece on the programme, when Mr. 
Delaunay took possession, as vainquer, of 
the almost inapproachable role of the misan­ 
thropic Alceste. >Ir. Delaunay, they say, 
is long past 50, yet he continues to play 
the role of young man at the Theatre 
Francais, since no actor has yet come to 
light in France capable of appearing so 
young and of throwing into his actions the 
same ardor and charm of youth. On see­ 
ing him play it is impossible to realize that 
he is not a young man, just as it was 
almost impossible to realize years ago that 
Edwin Booth was not an old man when he 
played Richelieu. Mile. Croizette took 
possession of her accustomed role of C'eli- 
mene, more elegantly dressed than ordinary, 
when the footlights paled before the brill­ 
iancy of the diamonds she wore. 
She 
really appeared the adorable and perfidious 
Celimene, who, with a glance of her eye or 
a stroke of her fan, overthrew the misan­ 
thropic views of the gloomy Alceste. 
THE “ IMPROMPTU DE VERSAILLES ” 
Was played, as the title indicates, first at 
Versailles, but the exact date is not known. 
Thursday, the 11th of October, 1663, 
Moliere’s troupe, which still belonged to 
Monsieur (it did not belong to the King 
until after August, 1665), was called to Ver­ 
sailles. They played from the 11th to the 
23d, and the pieces represented were, 
“ Le Prince Jaloux,” “ Sertorius,” “ l’Ecole 
des Maris,” “ Les Facheux,” “ l’lin- 
promptu,” “ Le Depit Amoureux,” andonee 
more “ Le l’rince Jaloux.” For all that 
the King had his first valet de chambre, 
Bonteinp3, give the troupe 3,300 livres. 
“ L’lmpromptu ” was played at Paris for 
the first time on Sunday, the 4th of No­ 
vember, and the curiosity was so great to 
see it that it wa3 played nineteen times in 
succession. There were, besides, two other 
representations, one at the house of the 
Marechal de Grammout, who gave 330 
livres, another at the Hotel Conde, where 
the troupe were bidden on the occasion of 
the marriage of the Duke, and where they 
played “ lTmpromptu,” and the “ Critique 
de l’Ecole des Femmes,” for which they re­ 
ceived 400 livres. On Thursday, 
THE OPENING NIGHT, 
The audience was composed of all that 
Pans contains of illustrious in literature 
and art, all political and scientific celebri­ 
ties, and the ladies present had come as to 
a grand fete or ball, and had adorned 
themselves for the occasion in diamonds 
and flowers. The President of the lie- 
public and all his Ministers were present 
and in a baignoire could be discerned Gam- 
betta. 
In the back part of one 
of 
the front boxes 
Victor 
Hugo 
could be seen; he had received a 
special invitation from Mr. Perrin, the 
director of the Theater Francais, to be 
present on that evening, and the author of 
“ Hernani” departed from his usual habit 
of retiring early to attend this grand occa­ 
sion. The letter he wrote in answer to 
Mr. Perrin’s invitation is so characteristic 
of the great poet that it may be pardon­ 
able in reproducing it here : 
P aris, lis t October. 
Sir : I could not resist your noble letter, written 
in the name of all the artists, wherein ! thought I 
heard the voice even of the Comedie Francaise. My 
eighty years have come to salute your two hunlred. 
1 thank you for this magnificent and cordial even­ 
ing, wherein the hightof talent has been equaled only 
by the perfection of the whole, and wherein I felt 
the grand fraternity of art. I press your hand ; I 
press all the hands of the gentlemen, and I place 
rnvself at the feet of the ladies.VICTOR HUGO. 
After the representation of the two 
comedies, Mr. Got, the doyen of the 
Comedie Francaise, advanced to the front 
of the stage, accompanied by the entire 
troupe, dressed in the characters of 
Moliere, Racine and Corneille, whose busts 
were erected before a portique of the grand 
style floeded with light. Mr. Got then 
recited admirable verses written for the 
occasion by the poet Coppec, and recited 
them in his usual superior manner. The 
entire verses are charming and mark in 
places most 
ILArrY INSPIRATIONS, 
But as a whole are inferior to the verses 


by the same poet written on the occasion 
of the inauguration of Corot’s bust at 
Ville d’Auray. I wish I might transpose 
a portion of this poem, for it really posseses 
much merit. 
He draws a picture of 
Moliere wandering through the country 
with his troupe, sometimes obliged to ask 
for a night’s lodging of some insolent valet 
of a chateau, who without doubt stowed 
them in the hay loft, and that he was 
looked on with suspicion as one who had 
deranged others ; that only Hamlet, the 
divine sou of the great Shakespeare, would 
have recognized on his brow the mark of 
genius, and with honor would have said to 
them, “ Welcome, gentlemen, welcome to 
Elseneur.” But times have changed, and 
Moliere at this moment, in his grand and 
noble dwelling, gives shelter to the old as 
well as new masters, and it is he who can 
say with pride, “ Welcome all.” You 
may be proud classical marble, for your 
work grows always as an old tree, 
which 
when 
April 
comes 
pushes 
in every direction the strong freshness of 
its powerful branches, always happy to 
shelter under its green umbrellas so many 
young birds and new songs.” He finishes 
the poem by comparing literature to the 
sea, and said that after the little waves 
comes an immense billow, a longer silence 
follows its fall, and the water much farther 
off retires in foaming, but nothing can 
withstand the assault of the tide. “ Oh 
century eternally proud, to see the work 
of Hugo mount like the sea. ” At the name 
of Victor Hugo all eyes turned toward the 
private box where he kept himself hidden 
from view; but when the entertainment 
was over, and the crowd was once in the 
street, the great poet received their loud 
acclamations of admiration as he entered 
his carriage. For this grand fete of the 
house of Moliere the costumes were all re­ 
newed, and have never been so rich, ele­ 
gant and as historically correct. It was as 
though Mr. Perrin had dressed his chil­ 
dren up for their grandfather’s birthday. 
It has been said that when poverty comes 
in at the door love goes flying out of the 
window. 
THE BONAPARTIST PARTY 
Have grown so poor in prospects and ex­ 
pectations that the feeling of fraternity 
which bound them so closely together has 
suddenly vanished, probably because there 
is no more booty to be divided between 
them. They held a meeting last Sunday 
at the Cirque Fernando, when there took 
place the most fearful scandal ever imputed 
to any political party. During a speech 
Borne one had the audacity to interrupt, 
when immediately some ten or twelve com­ 
missioners of the reunion rushed towards 
the interrupter, jumping over the benches 
and climbing the railings, and reaching the 
culprit fell upon him with fury, each one 
pulling him and kicking him, but without 
being able to make him let go his hold of 
the bannister. "Ten men against one,’’some 
one cried u u t; " I t is shameful,” and soon ; 
those who witnessed the scene becoming 
indignant at its crnelty. Mr. Marius Mar­ 
tin, a well-known Bonapartist and member 
of the Muuicipal Council sent a letter to 
the Figaro in which he said that he had 
been a witness of a scene of Bavagery such 
as he had never seen before; that one of 
the assistants, Mr. Pietri, on venturing 
some remark of blame, was seized 
by ten or twelve demoniac-appear­ 
ing men who kicked him, pounded 
him with their fists and beat him with 
their canes, while auother pinched him to 
make him let go of the railing. The un­ 
fortunate creature, precipitated from above, 
fell bleeding to the ground. A great num­ 
ber of those present cried out that it was 
a shame, an indignity. As to the com­ 
mittee they looked on the scene without 
being in the least moved and without mak­ 
ing an effort to protect the victim against 
such brutality. Mr. Martin said that the 
scene disgusted him, and that he rushed 
to the tribune to beg Mr. Petit-Pierre, 
presiding at the reunion, to do his duty and 
put an end to 
THAT REVOLTING SCENE. 
These gentlemen had nothing better to do 
than to abuse him and call him names, and 
with the aid of tlieir agents prevented him 
from speaking to the crowd, and the s o b of 
the President shook his fist in his face. At 
last, on seeing the impossibility of coming 
to an understanding, Mr. Martin informed 
those present that he was disgusted with 
what he had seen, and intended to with­ 
draw, and invited all those who were of his 
opinion to follow him. He started to the 
door, followed by about fifty friends, but 
when he wished to pass, the Commissioners 
barred the passage and were ready to fall 
upon him with the same rage they had at­ 
tacked the unfortunate creature in the 
hall. His friends surrounded him and en­ 
deavored to parry the blows levied at him, 
and he got off with two cane strokes on his 
head, whose strength was diminished by 
his hat. Although he escaped with slight 
harm, his friends did not fare so well, and 
among the number Mr. Malvesin, who was 
fearfully bitten on the arm, and whose 
neck and leg were torn. All this among 
Bonapartist8. It must be confessed that 
HAPPINESS, BLISS AND HARMONY 
Are not to be found in their domestic cir­ 
cle. Those of their companions who were 
not expelled decided that three of their 
number should carry in the evening to 
the hotel of the Prince Jerome an address 
desiring a particular interview, but Jerome 
Bonaparte answered them in as cold and 
formal manneruis possible, stating that he 
knew what they wanted, and they knew 
what he would answer them, and that it 
would be useless to receive them. He 
finished by saying that as to himself, in his 
name and in the name of his two sons, it 
sufficed him to state once more the diver­ 
sity of their politics. It seems that not 
only the Bonapartists are Imperialists 
without an Empire, but they can­ 
not [obtain a would-be Emperor. It 
is to-day a fete is celebrated at Angers, 
in honor of the great sculptor, David 
II’Angers, when a statue of him, erected ia 
the public square, is to be unveiled. Mr. 
Barthelemy Saint Hilaire, the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, and Mr. Turquet, the 
Sous Secretaire aux Beaux-Arts, represent 
the Government on this occasion. A sub­ 
scription has been opened by the different 
artists of Fontainebleau and Barbizon, for 
the purpose of erecting statues to Theodore 
Rousseau aDd Millet, the great paysagists 
of France, who, during their lifetime, made 
their home at Barbizon. The intention is 
to place the statues in the forest of Fon­ 
tainebleau. 
It is reported that on the 31st of this 
month there is to take place on the Es­ 
planade des Invalides, a grand international 
balloon race, when numerous balloons are 
to be mounted by French aeronauts and 
those of other nations.

Doubtless the severity of the 
winter abroad last year has had something 
to do with the anticipations for the present 
season, but certainly Parisian fashions 
look more as if they had been prepared for 
a winter in St. Petersburg than now. We 
are under normal conditions, which have 
been modified to a remarkable degree of 
mildness for several years past. W hat we 
shall do with the heavy masses of velvet, 
trimmed with broad and deep bands of fur, 
should the same moderate temperature pre­ 
vail through still another season, it is hard 
to conjecture. French fashions would be 
at a discount. 
SHORT WOOLEN DRESSES. 
Every woman who has possessed a com­ 
plete costume of pure wool ilaunel, or 
American suiting (ladies cloth) will bear 
witness to the comfort and real enjoyment 
experienced in wearing. There is some­ 
thing in the contact and atmosphere of soft 
wool which is healthful a«d attracts health­ 
ful influences. This last view has been 
corroborated by a distinguished German 
physician and scientist, who not only be­ 
lieves woolen clothing to be the most 
healthful, but cloth from sheep’s wool es­ 
pecially so, and so useful in liberating 
noxious influences from the body and at­ 
tracting wholesome ones from the surround­ 
ing atmosphere, as to have an incalculable 
effect upon the permanent conditions of 
both body and mind. How far the Pro­ 
fessor's theories are correct it is not the 
province of this present writing to iuquire ; 
but the fact is undisputed that plain woolen 
suits, particularly flannel, are most pleasant 
and soothing and comfortable wear, while 
the much mixed and trimmed suits, par­ 
ticularly those that have 
MKTAI. ORNAMENTATIONS, 
Are distracting and even irritating to those 
who need quiet and have to concentrate 
thought. From this point of view the 
short, simple flannel suits, untrimmed, 
save by stitching and buttons, are a boon, 
and it is a blessing that they are retained, 
and in fact have become an almost indis­ 
pensable part of a lady’s wardrobe. There 
is little that is new in the making. DreBses 
of this description don’t fellow the fan­ 
tastic changes that characterize “ combina­ 
tion” costumes. They are short, the back 
of the skirt straight, and the front kilted 
or trimmed with an apron, or kilted and 
shirred with a slight drapery at the back. 
The bodice may be a plain deep basque or 
a round waist with a belt. A street gar­ 
ment quite in keeping with the dress ls a 
cdht tied around the waist with a cord and 
tassels and finished with a coachman's 
cape. The hat is a straight beaver turned 
up, with an owl’s head or a miniature hoof. 
A QUAINT, PRETTY DRESS 
Of partly plaid and partly plain wool is 
made with a very deep kilt-pleating, over 
which a draped apron is drawn at the 
sides, with shirriugs, and arranged in 
slightly irregular draperied folds at the 
back. The sleeves are close and three- 
quarters long. The bodice is open, heart­ 
shaped, and finished with a peasant hand­ 
kerchief of plain wool. Cuffs of the same 
are turned up on the sleeves, and the belt 
matches these and the lower kilted skirt, 
which is, of course, plain. 
The plain 
color should be garnet, the plaid garuet, 
old gold aDd black, and the prettiest finish 
to cuffs, collar aud belt is some simple pat­ 
tern in embroidery in the colors of the 
plaid. 
TRIMMING AND LINING. 
Fur does not appear as trimming or lin­ 
ing upon the most costly French cloaks, 
and its place upon cloth is largely taken 
by a carpet-woven plush, which has a long 
pile and in which tbe threads stand up 
like bristles, but which is singularly ef­ 
fective. Even for the lining of wraps, fur 
is replaced in many instances hy striped or 
high-colored plush, but is used in profusion 
upon elegant satin or velvet dresses and 
costumes. Plain silk, it may be remarked, 
is banished this season from the list of 
fashionable fabrics. It bas been on the 
decline for several seasons past, but this 
year it does not appear even in combina­ 
tion. The nearest approach to it is the 
satin “ sublime,” and the satin de Lyon 
silks with a satin surface ; the first twilled, 
the second corresponding to what was 
called “ Turkish satin ” thirty years ago. 
Plain surface satins, which have more or 
less cotton or linen mixture in the bar, 
have run plain silk as a trimming and ele­ 
ment for combination out of the market, 
for at a corresponding price it can be ob­ 
tained of a more durable and effective qual­ 
ity. But satin of this description does not 
enter into the making of 
VERY ELEGANT COSTUMES, 
And its popular use has even discredited 
the richer and more genuine though less 
showy satin fabrics, so that velvet is 
eagerly welcomed for costumes and dinner 
dresses, and particularly for visiting and 
suits. Wine color, a pure shade of very 
dark blue bronze green, and leaf brown, 
are the favorite colors, and they are 
trimmed with broad bands of minever, ot­ 
ter, chinchilla and lynx. Natural heaver 
and the pointed furs are reserved for all 
black suits. The street dresses are short 
and the back of the skirt straight. Some 
of them seem to be composed of three wide 
stripes of fur alternating with thiee wide 
stripes of velvet. The front is formed by a 
dress apron, open on one side, the fur 
which formed its border carried up and 
extending to the waist. The basque will 
perhaps be finished by a cape, ard this 
surmounted by a collar as largo as a 
Dolonaise of the fur, and both lined with 
yellow or wine-striped plush or satin. 
A DINNER DRESS 
Of wine-colored velvet has a band of min­ 
ever across the front breadths, over a 
quarter of a yard in depth. The basque 
is a coat with tails which are trimmed with 
fur and costly Florentine buttons, and 
bands of fur hug the neck, which is open, 
heart-shaped and finished with gold lace, 
and the top and elbow of the sleeves, but 
not the wrists, which are finished with 
deep cuffs of gold lace only. The train ia 
pleated and plain, with the exception of a 
narrow, thick pleating of velvet and an 
interior one of satin, hardly perceptible, 
the shade of old gold, of the satin which 
lines the lappels of the coat. 
Muffs are made of velvet, with a center 
of fur to match. The fur trimmings of 
suits and the ends consist of double 
pleated ruflles of velvet and satin, with an 
interior lining of quilted satin. Heads of 
animals from which the fur is obtained, aro 
put to service now. One will be placed on 
the side of the muff; another set like the 
firet in a rim, like a frame, of fur, or 
feathers, so as to enlarge it, is attached to 
the side of the dress as a chatelaine.

AGRICULTURAL NOTES. 


PRACTICAL 
INFORMATION FOR THE 
FARMER AND THE ORCHARDIST. 


(Thli Department la prepared for the S a cram exto 
Rjcooro-Umxok by 1U Agricultural Editor. All 
matter relating to the agricultural interest will be 
found under thia head.] 


Diversity of Crops and Home Markets. 
Id the above caption are two things greatly 
needed in California to render her farmers 
and the State truly prosperous. The great 
agricultural staple of this State is wheat, and 
has always been, since we had any agricul­ 
tural staple. This is not altogether because 
we have a good and constant foreign demand 
for wheat. It is more because we have not 
good and constant home markets for other 
agricultural products. We raise wheat then 
because we know we can always sell wheat— 
not to our own people but to the English, the 
Scotch, the Irish, the French, and now and 
then to other people on the Eastern conti­ 
nent. Every farmer, and every other think­ 
ing man, knows that raising so much wheat 
and b o little of other crops will one day, 
if continued long enough, .bring great in­ 
jury 
to 
all 
our 
lands 
and 
tend 
generally 
to 
check 
and 
retard 
our 
general prosperity. But there is no use in 
reading long lectures to the farmers because 
they raise so much wheat and so little of other 
crops, so long as they can find a constant re • 
munerative market for wheat and cannot 
find equally as constant and remunerative a 
market for other products. 
If we could sell 
beef either at home nr abroad at prices that 
would pry us as well to raise beef on our best 
wheat lands as it pays us to raise wheat, is it 
not reasonable that many of us farmers 
would raise less wheat"and more beef? We 
would certainly make the change just as soon 
as we could, for the very good reason that we 
know that raising wheat so constantly is im­ 
poverishing our lauds, while by raising 
some beef and some wheat we can 
keep up the fertility of our farms. 
So with mutton and wool and corn and pork 
and every other crop. .We raise wheat be­ 
cause we can always sell it, and we do not 
raise a diversity of agricultural products be­ 
cause we are not always sure of a market for 
this variety of crops. This is a fact that 
cannot be disputed, for all farmers have more 
or less proven its truth by a more or le.-s 
dearly bought experience. We often hear 
good business men berating the judgment 
and good business sense of farmers, because, 
as they say, the farmers take all the chances 
on one single crop, ami if that fails all fails, 
and the farmer cannot pay his bills. Is it 
not an indication of good judgment in the 
farmer to raise what be knows will sell at a 
paying price rather than to raise what 
he knows will not sell at such price? 
Why has the business of raising vegetables 
and garden truck generally in this State been 
abandoned to Chinese and other foreigners ? 
W e all know that it is because there is not 
money enough in the business to pay our own 
people—to enable them to raise aud school 
their families in the style that Americans 
want to do. The truth is that very few 
things the farmer can produce from the soil 
in this State, that there is not a foreign de­ 
mand for, will pay a satisfactory profit. In 
other words, there are but few things upon 
which the farmer has to depend exclusively 
for a home market that a good business can 
lie made in producing; and right here is to 
be found the reason why so many 
farmers depend so constantly and en­ 
tirely 
on 
one 
crop — wheat. 
If 


3 merchant finds that he can always, or 
nearly always, make a good profit in buying 
and selling a single line of goods, and that if 
he invests his money in other kinds of goods 
he is most sure to be obliged to keep them on 
his hands, or to sell them at a loss, would it 
not be a mark of good business judgment in 
that merchant to deal in the article that in­ 
sures him good profits ? The thing needed in 
this State above all others to render a diver­ 
sified agriculture possible and profitable is a 
home market for the products of such an ag­ 
riculture. And what is needed to make or 
create this home market ? Do we need 
more merchants? We have already too 
many of this class of men for their 
own good. Do we need more lawyers and 
doctors? W e all think we have too many of 
them for our own good. There is one class of 
people we do need, and the State need?, to 
bring home m: :kets for all the farmer can 
produce and pr sperity to all classes of busi­ 
ness and employment to labor of all kinds. 
This class needed is the manufacturing class. 
The men and women employed by manufac­ 
turing establishments consume the food pro­ 
ducts of the farmer—not the wheat 
atone, but the potatoes, the vegeta­ 
bles, the milk and butter and cheese, 
and eggs and chickens, the beef and mutton 
and pork—while the machines that these men 
and women run and attend and direct con­ 
sume the textile products of the farmer, such 
as the flax, the cotton, the wool, the silk, the 
mohair, and both together consume all the 
products of a diversified agriculture. If, 
therefore, California would have a diversity 
of crops she must have home markets for 
these crops, aud it is impossible to have home 
markets without first having manufactures to 
employ the people and the machinery to 
consume the crops. So long as we make 
wheat the great and almost exclusive agri­ 
cultural staple, so long we shall Bhip that 
wheat to a foreign country for its principal 
market, and so long as we do this so long we 
shall continue to rob the soil of its fertility 
and posterity of its rightful legacy. 


of apples and pears, and if left undisturbed 
will continue ita work of destruction till, dis- 
conraged and disheartened, the owners of 
the extensive apple and pear orchards 
throughout the State will dig them up 
and burn them for firewood, 
and all 
the collection of choice varieties strictly for 
family use will become useless to their own­ 
ers, and if allowed to remain standing will 
only serve as nurseries for moths aud worms, 
instead of serving the purposes for which 
they were intended. The codling moth does 
not live upon or disturb any other fruit than 
the apple and pear, and, so far as is known, 
cannot subsist in a country where these fruits 
are not cultivated. Hence some have pro­ 
posed to have a law passed requiring 
the destruction of the entire apple and 
fear 
crops 
in 
the State 
for 
two 
or three years in succession, and thus 
starve out the pest by destroying all 
its food. To make this expedient suc­ 
cessful, all the fruit 
in Oregon 
and 
Nevada would have alsc to be destroyed in 
like manner, because the moth exists there us 
well as in our State. We could not control the 
subject in these States if we could in our own 
Others propose having a law passed for the 
appointment of orchard inspectors in each 
county, whose duty it shall be to examine all 
the orchards in the county, aud have the fruit 
destroyed, or other measures adopted for the 
destruction of the worms wherever they are 
found to exist. It is evident that without 
some plan 
adopted that contémplate s 
a complete destruction of the pest in 
all orchards, aud on all trees, there is 
but little use in doing anything, for 
there will remain worm nurseries iu every 
neighborhood and in eviry commuuity. 
My neighbor, who has an orchard ot ten 
thousand trees, and who may spend a thou­ 
sand or ten thousand dollars a year for the 
preservation of his fruit from the worms, will 
spend his time and money to little purpose if 
my five, ten or twenty trees, standing over 
the fence in the next field, are allowed to go 
uncared for, and to remain as a breeding 
ground for the moth. Not only the farmers 
and fruit-growers are interested in this sub­ 
ject, but every lover and consumer of fruit in 
the State is deeply interested, and should aid 
in the destruction of the common fruit one- 
my. Let us have a concert of counsel and 
agree upon concert of action. 
A Short Sowing Season 
The indications now are that the grain 
farmers will have another short and hurried 
sowing season. The summer fallowed land 
is quite generally already seeded, and the 
lands that are to be volunteered are also 
ready for the rains and growing weather, but 
nothing is yet done to the great wheat crop 
that is to be put in on lands that were in­ 
tended for winter plowing and sowing, and 
nothiogcan be done for this crop till therefalis 
a con-iderable rain. The surface of the soil 
is now very dry, and it will require more rain 
than we are likely to have before Christmas 
to wet the soil sufficiently to start the plows 
successfully. This will give the farmers a 
short and hurried seeding season, and will be 
a great temptation to slighting the work. We 
would therefore repeat the old saying, that 
whatever is worth doing at all is worth doing 
well. Particularly is this old maxim true in 
winter-plowing and winter-sowing of wheat. 
Let all the weed seed and foul stuff that is on 
the surface of the soil be well turned under 
and so deeply buried that the wheat will get 
the start, and it will be more likely to 
keep the start throughout the season. 
If we had had a wet and warm autumn, 
this weed seed would have started, and plow­ 
ing it under after that would have killed the 
young growth, and thus assisted materially 
in keeping the wheat crop clean ; but now 
there will be no time to start the weed eeed 
before sowing the grain, and the only way to 
give the wheat the advantage of the weeds is 
the one suggested—covering the weed seed 
deep beneath the soil, so that it will have a 
bad start in the race with the wheat. 


Concert of Action for the Preservation of 
Orchards. 
There are some things which the farmers 
of this State want legislation upon, and about 
which they should have an understanding be­ 
fore the meeting of the Legislature, to the 
end that concert of action may be secured. 
One of these things is the destruction of the 
codling moth. 
It is but a few years since 
this little insect appeared among us. When 
it came, and for twenty odd years past— 
since the first planting of orchards iu this 
State—we had enjoyed absolute immunity 
from all fruit pests. We had every prospect 
of a continuance from such immunity 
in the future, and with a climate un­ 
equaled for the production of 
fruit 
of every description, and a location between 
markets east and west that would want an 
unlimited quantity of our products in this 
direction, our prospect was very flattering for 
an extensive and profitable business in the 
production, drying and preserving of fruit 
for the demands of commerce. Orchards 
were being planted extensively by those who 
contemplated making orcharding a main 
business, and family orchards were being put 
out in town and country by all who desired 
to enjoy fruit fresh and crisp from their own 
premises. Indeed California had gained a 
world-wide reputation as being the Eden 
garden of the world for fruit culture. 
Though we have a climate for all the 
hardy fruits of the temperate zones, 
as well as for those of the semi-tropical climes, 
we were depending for much of our fruit 
business upon our crops of apples and pears, 
-especially the latter, which grow here to 
greater perfection and in greafer quantities 
than in any other country. But the codling 
moth has come among us, and has for the last 
two years destroyed more than half our crops 


Manufactures the Great Need of the State. 
This subject needs only to be mentioned to 
secure the concurrence of every thinking man 
in the State. The want of manufactures 
compels our farmers to grow wheat when 
they should be growing a diversity of agri­ 
cultural products. In a remoter degree, but 
just as surely, the want of manufactures is 
and must remain the cause of the prema­ 
ture exhaustion of our wheat lands and the 
reduction of the annual yield from 30 to 15 
bushels to the acre. The want of manu­ 
factures, and the employment they would af­ 
ford, must also be charged with the idleness 
and hoodlomism in our towns and cities and 
tramping and beggary in the country, to say 
nothing of the crime and wickedness that 
prevails in both city and country, and the 
over - crowding of our jails and prisODB. 
Would it not be well for the State to offer 
special inducements tor manufacturing indus­ 
tries, and pay more money in premiums for 
manufactured articles and less for convicted 
criminals ? 
_______ 
Shorthorns and Herefoids. 
The M ark Lane Express of August 2d 
makes a concession as between shorthorn 
and Hereford cattle, which will hardly be 
relished by breeders of shorthorns, either in 
this country or elsewhere. 
An American 
breeder of Herefords claims that these cattle 
“ are better graziers than are the shorthorns, 
whether in England or America; that a 
Hereford steer will always sell for the 
most money to the feeder ; and that 
he is always worth more money as 
a finished steer in the London market.” 
The Express concedes these claims. 11 says : 
“ These are points on which we agree 
with him.” and adds : “ He goes on to say : 
‘ If these premises be true, as the best grazier 
he will make a better weight on the same 
grass. If the same weight off grass will Bel! 
for more money to the feeder, it must follow 
that he is the best feeder.^ If, when fed, he 
will bring more money in London to the 
butcher, it must follow that he is of better 
quality and will cut to the better profit. 
These would, in this country, coi stitute the 
best beef steer.’ All this (continues the 
Express) is true enough, but it dues not 
prove that the Hertford is as useful an 
animal as the shorthorn. AH of the con­ 
ditions mentioned are those pertaining to 
f 
razing—conditions which exactly suit the 
lereford. The question is whether the 
Hereford, which is acknowledged to be the 
better butchers’ beast, could be put to the 
uses and bred under the conditions which be­ 
long to the shorthorns. We think certainly 
not; except by altering the character of the 
breed, in which case all the gain would be 
likely to prove a loss.” If these concessions 
of the Mark Lane Express are to be taken a3 
correct, or if it is admitted that the Hereford 
is the better butchers’ beast, the question of 
relative value, so tar as this country is con­ 
cerned, is deci led. loet it be given up that 
the shorthorn is not equal to the Hereford as 
a grazier, and that the former wriil not 
make as good or better weight on the 
same 
grass, 
and 
further, 
that the 
same weight of grass in a shorthorn 
will not sell for as much money to the feeder 
as the Hereford will, and when fed will not 
bring as much money as the latter, because 
the butcher cannot cut his carcass up to so 
much profit, then our shorthorn breeders 
will do well to make a note of it ; for it is as 
certain as death that the most profitable c»t- 
tle will eventually take the lead, and usurp 
the great pastoral regions of the West, as 
well as rapidly come into favor with feeders 
everywhere. 
We presume, however, the 
shorthorn breeders will take issue at once 
with our English cotemporary, and vehe­ 
mently claim, as they have always done, that 
shorthorns are, in all respects eq ¡at and 
superior to any other breed of cattle. Would 
it not be well to inaugurate tests looking to 
the settlement of these important questions ?

THE WHITE HOUSE. 


THE SETTING AND THE RISING PRESI­ 
DENTIAL SUNS. 


Some Account of General Garfield afd 
Els Family—The Incoming Ad­ 
ministration—Itc 


W ashington, N ov. 8, 1880. 
The President and family arrived here 
at 8:40 Saturday morning, after their long 
journey. They went immediately to the 
White House. Besides cleaning and paint­ 
ing, a few changes had been made there, 
which were projected before they left, 
such as the conversion of the former bill­ 
iard room, connecting with the state din­ 
ing room, into a compartment of the con­ 
servatory. It was old and decaying, and 
had to be refloored and otherwise renewed 
in any case. Also the vestibule, or ante­ 
room, into which the north door—the main 
front door—opens, and which was covered 
with a shabby carpet, underneath which 
was a decaying floor, is now tiled in patri­ 
otic designs, the central figure being a 
large red, white and blue star. Several of 
the rooms were decorated with flags and 
flowers in honor of the President's return. 
At 10 o’clock be was in his office, a room 
on the second floor—the same room where 
the Cabinet meetings are held—and was 
valiantly demolishing his formidable pile 
of accumulated correspondence. 
Secre­ 
taries Evarts aud Sherman came in in­ 
formally soon after, and at 12 o’clock a 
special Cabinet meeting took place. The 
regular days are Tuesday and Friday, but 
there had been no meeting held since the 
President went W est, and it was deemed 
expedient to call this. 
The Secretaries 
tiled quietly iu with their portfolios under 
their arms, some walking, some riding, 
some gloved and some bare-handed. Carl 
Sehurz aud Attorney-General Devens are 
the only two who are sure to be gloved on 
a formal occasion. It is “ just as it hap­ 
pens with the others. 
THE PRESIDENT 
Is looking fleshier and browner than when 
he started. He says his trip was pleasant 
throughout, and that if he had time he 
could talk hours about what he heard aud 
saw ; that the scenery was magnificent, 
and the contact with the people along the 
route was interesting and pleasant. He 
particularized Mount Shasta with much 
enthusiasm. Mrs. Hayes does not look 
worn from her journey. She is a woman 
of tine powers of endurance, and with the 
exception of occasional sick headaches her 
health is quite remarkable. She is forty- 
nine years of age—nine years younger 
than her husband—and has been the 
mother of eight children. Three little 
sons are dead ; one of these was named 
George Crook, after General Crook, U. S. 
A., an intimate friend of the Presi­ 
dent. 
Fanny, the only daughter, is 
twelve

her father, but has her mother's manner. 
Of the same age is Mollie Garfield, the 
next President’s only daughter. 
By a 
farther coincidence both Mr. Hayes and 
General Garfield have each four sons also. 
The two sons of the former that accom­ 
panied their father and mother on the late 
trip were the eldest and the third in age—- 
Burchard and Rutherford. 
Webb, the 
second, is the best-looking of the boys, 
and Scott, the youngest, is two years 
younger than Fanny. 
GENERAL GARFIELD’S FAMILY. 
General Garfield’s four boys are Harry, 
aged 16 ; James, 14 ; Irwin, 10, and 
Abram, 8. 
They are good and bright 
boys ; little Abe is affectionate in his way. 
Harry and “ Jim ” are away preparing 
for college, at Concord, N. H. 
Last 
summer 
Harry 
took 
the 
prize 
there for declamation. 
Mrs. Garfield 
is a rather inteiligent-looking woman of 
about 45. She was a country girl and has 
never lost the rural look. She is abso­ 
lutely without that undefinable quality 
called “ style," and is almost pathetically 
thin, but she has traces of a girlhood pret­ 
tiness of feature. She has borne seven 
children. As to costumes, she generally 
confines herself to black silk for an even­ 
ing dress, and wears a very high, full ruche 
of tulle close under her ears. She has a 
good education for a country academy 
where accomplishments are not made much 
account of, and is a neat and economical 
housekeeper. She did not entertain much 
company during the General’s Congres­ 
sional career, and has a strong sense of 
personal dignity, with a reserve of manner 
that borders on asperity. She is fond of 
reading, and enters largely into the stu­ 
dent life of her boys—a Becond nature to 
one who was a teacher before marriage. 
After studying at Iliram, where she became 
engaged to Mr. Garfield, she went to Cleve­ 
land as a public-school teacher, while he 
went to W illiam’s College to graduate. 
Her name was then Lucretia Rudolph. 
She has a business head, and planned not 
only the plain i but commodious red 
brick house which is their Washington 
home, but the improvements on the little 
one-story house at Mentor on the farm 
which the General bought there in 1878. 
The daughter of a plain farmer, she is a 
remote descendant of Nathanael Greene of 
Rhode Island. 
GARFIELD'S MOTHER. 
Mrs. Eliza Ballou Garfield, 79 years of 
ago, is a bright, keen, old-fashioned little 
woman, and makes her home with her suc­ 
cessful son. The General is not only fond 
of her, but a little fond of displaying his 
filial devotion. In this he reminds one, 
not unpleasantly, of Lawyer Wemmeck 
with his 
“ aged parent” in Dickens’ 
“ Great Expectations 
and “ Grandma” 
Garfield, as the Aged P. of the administra­ 
tion, will be by no means a lay-figure in 
the home life of the White House. Judge 
Jere Black, who, like the General and 
family, is a Disciple, or “ Campbellite,” 
and has known the Garfields for many 
years, said of her recently: “ She is a 
sterling, admirable old lady, who has done 
her life-work well under very disadvan­ 
tageous circumstances. She has heard it 
thunder a great many times in her life.” 
General Garfield has much 
SELF CONSCIOUSNESS OF MANNER. 
It is a manner that seems to say, “ See 
how admirably I do this,” yet is so full of 
good nature that it does not repel one. 
He is a man of towering ambition. His 
best friends best know this, and those who 
are making up a slate for Grant in 18S4 
strangely overlook the fact that General 
Garfield will work for four years unremit­ 
tingly to l>e his own successor, and will lie 
satisfied with nothing less. That he will 
work in laudable ways we all may im­ 
plicitly believe. This justifiable ambition is 
one of the strongest guarantees we shall 
have for a good administration. It will 
not, however, be a “ Sunday school " ad­ 
ministration, as the present one is often 
called, from Mr. Hayes’ peculiarity of 
speaking, as if he were addressing a Sun­ 
day school, and for other reasons. He is, 
however, not a communicant, but. like a 
great many other nioe men, takes his piety 
at second hand—through his wife. Gen­ 
eral Garfield, per contra, is not distinct­ 
ively a religionist, though from his boy­ 
hood a church member. He takes his old 
mother on one side and his wife on the 
other, on a Sunday morning, and attends 
the little brown frame Disciple Church on 
Vermont avenue, which is now called “ The 
Little Church round the Corner,” and the 
children go to the church and the Sab­ 
bath school. Bnt probably the General 
finds it a good time to let his busy mind 
lie fallow, under the ministrations of the 
zealous young pastor, for his eyes have 
often a far-away look, and his pirt in the 
service seems passive rather than active. 
Under the spur of the late election the 
Disciple denomination here are talking of 
building a new $50,000 church, with 


means to be contribnted by their member­ 
ship throughout the country. 
But let 
them take warning from the costly, debt­ 
laden discouraged “ Metropolitan” M. E. 
Church, where President Grant attended, 
and “ go slow." The little brown box 
where they now worship is a dozen times 
more picturesque than a more imposing 
one woulu|be,aud the local church represents 
but limited capital 
Ds attendance num­ 
bers three or four feminine worshipers to 
one masculine, and the number is not 
large eveu then. It is a good working 
church and has established a mission on 
Capital Hill. General Garfield is not a 
man to whom any church seems necessary 
for his development. He is a microcosm 
in himself. In temperament he is strik­ 
ingly like Henry Ward Beecher—eloquent, 
ardent, impulsive, sometimes erratic; 
capable of profouud repentance for a 
wrong. This last trait is the key to much 
that is not wholly understood in his up­ 
ward career. Ohio knows that 
HER KOH I NOOR 
Is not flawless, but a Koh-i-noor he is not­ 
withstanding. If charged with a giving 
defect he will indignantly deny it, but he 
will go straight to work and make iiis 
denial true for the future. This flexibility 
makes infinite growth possible. 
He is 
broadly and grandly intellectual, a splendid 
theorist ; how practical he is in executive 
action remains to be seen. 
He might not 
have framed and carried out a resumption 
policy like that we now have, but few men 
on the planet could. 
It takes a grand 
fixedness to one idea to accomplish such 
a scheme, and the General keeps too many 
irons in the tire for tiiat. 
The incoming administration will have 
a great deal of what the theater people 
call “ stage business.” It will be a brainy 
administration aud an interesting field for 
an observant correspondent. Geueral Gar­ 
field himself is an interesting study. 
There is 
NO PARALLEL 
To the culmination of his career in 
our national history. 
A member of 
the House of Representatives, a Sen­ 
ator-elect and President-elect all at once, 
and he not 49 till the 19;h of this month. 
Yet there are men before the puldic to­ 
day whom I conscientiously consider 
greater than lie ; men who had more truly 
earned the golden apple which wily Charley 
Foster at Chicago shook down into this 
man’s lap ; but none, perhaps, who could 
have so solidified the party, or whose can­ 
didacy would, on the whole, have been as 
auspicious. 
It is a matter of profound congratulation 
that the House of Representatives will 
again have a Republican majority, but we 
shall miss such men as Chittenden of 
Brooklyn and Davis of San Francisco. 
Mr. Davis has done strong work here. He 
is a fair-minded man, of high standard and 
steadily increasing influence. You have 
seldom so good a member from the Pacific 
coast. 
California has disappointed her 
friends in the narrow margin she has given 
upon the Republican side. We did not 
expect her wide-awake people to take 
stock in that silly Morey letter. 
To-morrow three Government transports 
convey the Secretary of the Navy and his 
invited guests to the naval review at 
Hampton Roads. 
The President goes 
down with the Secretary, and a goodly 
force of dignitaries, among whom your 
correspondent, who is an invited guest, 
also will figure as a fly on the elephant’s 
ear.

FIELD SPORTS.

Foot Bali..—At the recent Foot-ball 
Convention of Harvard, Yale, Princeton 
and Columbia, held October 13th, at Spring­ 
field, Mass., these changes in the rules of 
the game were made : Match shall be de­ 
cided by a majority of touchdowns. A 
goal shall be equal to four touchdowns ; 
but in case of a tie a goal kicked from a 
touchdown shall take precedence over 
touchdowns or a goal kicked from the field. 
A scrimmage takes place when the holder 
of the ball, being in the field of play, puts 
it down on the ground in front of him and 
puts it in play (while on side) by—1st, 
kicking the ball; 2d, by snapping it back 
with the foot. The man who first receives 
the hail from the snap-back shall be called 
quarter-hack, and shall not then run for­ 
ward with the hall under penalty of a foul. 
If the ball either liy, bound, or roll in 
touch from a kick-out it must be brought 
back ; 
but 
if 
it 
touches 
any 
pi ayer 
it 
need 
not 
be 
brought 
back. Iu case of a puut out, the players 
of the side to which the ball is puuted-out 
must be at least fifteen feet from the goal 
hue. The opposite side may line anywhere 
in goal provided the punter-out lias live 
feet clear, extending from his Bcratch in 
the direction of touch. Punter-out must 
not be in any way interfered with. A 
punt-out must be a kick from the toe. If 
any player purposely foul an opponent or 
ball when such opponent is about to try 
for a fair catch, the opponent’s side may 
either have the ball down where the foul 
was made, or take a free kick, which free 
kick cannot score a goal. Penalty for fouls, 
when judged intentional by referee (except 
as before provided) will be a down given 
to the opposite side. The game shah be 
played by eleven men on each side. 
H olding th e R if l e.— The following 
bit of fun is decidedly a good hit at the 
fancy styles of shooting : In good shooting 
nothing is so important as the position of 
holding the rifle. All of our noted natioi al 
marksmen recognize this cardiual principle 
and devote days and nights of ceaseless, 
unrelenting study in devising new aud 
unique, aud at the same time graceful 
methods of holding the r rifles. Alter 
many years of practice, during which time 
we have tried every style known, we have 
finally adopted the following as that prom­ 
ising the greatest accuracy, and certainly 
the most graceful. Stand with the feet 
slightly apart—say about four feet. The 
knee of the right leg should come directly 
up under the chin at an easy angle, the 
head should then pass obliquely around 
the body and rest upon the calf of the left 
leg ; this makes oue secure in obtaining a 
good, steady aim. The rifle should than 
be placed between the toes of the right 
foot, thus forming a “ natural” rest. When 
a proper bead has been obtained, cock the 
rifle with the right eyelid and by a dexter­ 
ous flop of the right ear pull the trigger, 
and you will not fail to hit—anybody 
within a radius of 1,000 yards. 
T h eT h ree H ours’W alking Cham pion­ 
s h ip.—About 600 people assembled at the 
Lillie Bridge track October 11th, to witness 
the contest for the Astley three hours’cham­ 
pion belt. The starters were Thatcher 
(holder), Hancock and, Johnson, and when 
the pistol was fired at 2:44, Hancock went 
off with the lead, closely followed by John­ 
son, who had Thatcher at his heels. They 
kept these positions until a mile and a half 
was reached, when Tnatcher took the lead, 
and was never afterward headed. 
He 
lapped Hancock on the last lap of the 
ninth mile, aud overtook Johnson at nine 
aud three-quarter miles. Hancock retired 
soon after traversing ten and three-quarter 
miles, at which point Thatcher lapped him 
and Johnson a second time, and the latter 
quit at thirteen miles, leaving the cham­ 
pion alone in his glory. He changed his 
cotton -Jersey, which was drenched by the 
rain which had been falling, for a woolen 
one, and, going steadily on, covered 21 
miles 2S5 yards in three hours. The belt 
now becomes his property, it being tho 
Astley belt that has been won out 
right. 
state A ssociation.—The report of the 
reorganization of the State Sportman’s As­ 
sociation at San Francisco on the 13th has 
already appeared in the R ecord U nion, 
and further reference to it in this place is 
unnecessary, except to say that it now ap­ 
pears as if the Association may be made of 
practical valuo to sporting interests in the 
State. There is a broad field for it. If it 
will direct its energies to the protection 
and propagation of game, the preservation 
of natural preserves, and the enactment 
and enforcement of game laws, it will be 
able to accomplish much. If, however, its 
chief work is to be confined within the 
bounds of pigeon-shooting matches it will 
fail to be of benefit to the State. 
N ew L a k e. — The reservoir created 
by the new Yuba dam just completed is 
eight and a half miles easterly from 
Marysville. It is two miles wide and 
seven miles long, and will become doubt­ 
less one of the best bunting lakes in the 
country. Its situation and the surround­ 
ings all conspire to make it an inviting re­ 
treat for wild fowl by next year.

THE CHINESE TREATY. 
News comes from China, unofficially, to 
the effect that the Commission sent to 
China for that purpose has succeeded in 
making a treaty with the Chinese Govern­ 
ment which satisfactorily determines the 
whole question of Chinese immigration, 
and in a manner which will be approved 
by the people of the Pacific Coast. 
This is good news if true, but before en­ 
larging upon it we must await official con­ 
firmation of the report. Certainly if the 
Commission has achieved eo much it 
has found a secret for hurrying the Chinese 
diplomatists which no previous embassy 
has been able to discover. 
When the 
Commissioners left this country it was ex- 
pectcd that they would be absent at least a 
year, and experienced residents in China 
predicted that they would be very lucky if 
they secured a treaty in less than five 
years. In the absence of information as 
to the details of the alleged treaty we can­ 
not discuss it, but the presence of Hon. John 
F. Swift on the Commission may be ac­ 
cepted as a guarantee that the interests of 
the Pacific Coast will not be neglected in it, 
and that no arrangement will be ratified 
which does not really go to the root of the 
subject. 
RIF_E3 VERSUS REFORM. 
If it is true, as reported, that consider­ 
able quantities of rifles and other arms are 
being smuggled into Ireland, and that the 
peasantry are rapidly arming themselves, 
the Irish people will have cause to curse 
the officious friends who have thus sup­ 
plied so powerful an incentive to insur­ 
rection. Any attempt to use force in the 
present crisis must prove ruinous to the 
cause of land reform, for it would neces­ 
sarily thrust all questions of remedial 
legislation into the background, and render 
it imperatively necessary to put down the 
rebellion. It is not worth while to talk 
of tho issue of such an experiment. As a 
matter of course the insurgents would be 
routed with the usual destruction of life, 
and it would then for a long time be im­ 
possible to bring the really important 
questions of the hour forward. If the 
Land League leaders can control their 
follower?, and if they possess any sense, 
they will sternly discountenance any at­ 
tempt at an uprising, as the very worst 
and most fatal blunder that can be com­ 
mitted on their side. 


GENERAL GRANT’S CLAIMS UPON THE 
COUNTRY. 
For some time past there have been indica­ 
tions of a consciousness that the country 
ought to do something for General Grant. 
It is understood that his means are slen­ 
der, and that he finds it necessary to look 
about for some way of earning a liveli­ 
hood. The feeling to which we have al­ 
luded has led sundry well-disposed people 
to propose a sort of national subscription 
for the purpose of raising a fund for his 
support. This plan however is open to 
very serious objections. In the first place 
it would too much resemble the offering 
of alms to the recipient of the 
bounty. 
In 
the 
second 
place 
it 
would be au informal, circuitous and un­ 
graceful way of doing that which ought to 
be done openly, formally and with the full 
consent and approval of the nation. The 
services which General Grant has rendered 
to his country were not performed in any 
such manner. 
They were performed in 
the face of IleaveD, with all the guaran­ 
tees and support that the law could give. 
There is therefore no reason for the surrep­ 
titious method suggested. 
It is on 
the other hand time to address the 
American people seriously and forci­ 
bly, 
and 
to 
ask 
them 
whether 
they do not consider that the splendid 
services of General Grant deserve national 
recognition. It íb a shame and disgrace 
to this great republic that its foremost sol­ 
dier, the captain to whose skill, resolution 
and sagacity it may be said to owe its very 
existence, should be permitted to descend 
to a struggle for bread in his declining 
years, as though he were cast off and repu­ 
diated by the country he gave his best en­ 
ergies to save. It has been said of old 
that “ republics are ungrateful.” Is there 
any peculiarity in that form of government 
which renders them oblivious to the obli­ 
gations which monarchies and empires ac­ 
knowledge and redeem so magnificently 7 
The comparison has often been made be­ 
tween England’s treatment of the Duke of 
Wellington and America’s treatment of 
General Grant : but it cannot be said that 
the contrast is worn out until the Ameri­ 
can people have manifested a more gener­ 
ous and exalted conception of their duties 
in the premises. England could not do 
too much for her great commander. 
Sha lavished rewards upon him with 
a prodigal hand. She purchased for him 
a splendid estate and mansion. 
She 
showered honors and rank upon him. 
She decreed him hundreds of thousands of 
pounds from her treasury. In a word, 
she showed her appreciation of wkat he 
had achieved for her right royally. And 
what has this country done for its great 
captain ? She made him General of the 
army, with a salary of $17,500 a year, 
and elected him President twice. Is that 
enough ? Assuredly it is not enough. The 
life of such a man ought to have been 
made secure against all the blasts of for­ 
tune. His condition ought to have been 
so established that at least no sordid cares 
should thenceforth assail him. The possi­ 
bility of his being compelled in his old 
age to seek for work orght to bring the 
blush of shame to every patriot’s cheek. 
If this is the measure of republican grati­ 
tude for the highest services that a man 
can render to bi3 country, how shall the 
republic hope in the future to secure such 
services in her hour of need 7 
When we see the frequent rumors that 
General Grant is about to take the Presi­ 
dency of this, that or the other commercial 
company ; when wo Bee that name, which 
ought to be so honored, hawked about as a 
bait for speculators, or as a means of influ­ 
encing the stock m arket; we cannot but 
wonder that the people should fail to real­ 
ize the discreditable nature of such things, 
or should not apprehend the slur which is 
thus being cast upon the honor of the 
country. And when it is timidly suggested 
that something ought to be done for Gen­ 
eral Grant, there seems to be an apprehen­ 
sion lest the public should view any prop­ 
osition of the kind with disfavor, and 
wealthy men talk of getting up a collection 
in a quiet way, a3 though the destined 
beneficiary were some obscure person, 
whose necessities could not be expected to 
concern the nation in any way. This ia all 
wroDg. Not only ought something to be 
done for General Grant, but that some­ 
thing ought to be done in the most open, 
emphatic and solemn manner possible. If 
Congress has not the power to do it, then 
iu the name of all that is right and decent 
and becoming, let the power be created by 
an amendment to the Constitution. Tho 
nation cannot afford to play the niggard 
in this matter. It must remember its own 
dignity as well as the deserts of its great 
citizen. The wealth of the United States 
has often enough been squandered upon 
undeserving objects. It has too frequently 
been diverted to enrich knaves. It can 
never be put to any nobler or higher use 
than in making secure the future of Gen­ 
eral Grant. There ought not to be any 
dickering or hair-splitting about the extent 
of the provision to bo made for him. It 
should be ample, even munificent. It 
might be a graceful and appropriate deed 
to restore to him his military rank, but 
not with the income of the grade. We be­ 
lieve that the people are ripe for such an 
act of recognition and appreciation as we 
have suggested, and that they will not Le 
disposed to bargain with the man to whom 
they owe so mnch. We should like to see 
this question brought forward in Congress 
at the next session, and that boldly and 
frankly. If General Grant is in need the 
United StateB should be his indorser. That 
is the sentiment which the people ought to 
hold, and which we believe they do hold. 
THE TREATMENT OF THE SOUTR 
The New York Times, discussing the 
solid South problem, sayB : “ The task of 
“ the Republican Administration reduces 
“ itself to a judicious organization of the 
“ civil service in the South on the one 
“ hand, and to an impartial enforcement 
“ of the laws necessary to the protection 
“ of equal suffrage on the other. It is the 
“ duty of the House, from every point of 
“ view, and affords the only hope of snc- 
“ cess. Tho requirement that appoint- 
“ ments in the South Bhall be of the high- 
“ est character, that they should be made 
“ with only eo much reference to political 
“ views as would secure fidelity to the 
“ principle of equal suffrage, and that they 
“ shonld be made, as far as possible, among 
“ Southern men, ia not only reasonable but 
“ imperative." This is a very fair pre­ 
sentation of a very moderate policy. The 
solid South cannot be made less solid by 
any recurrence to the methods which were 
in use before the present Administration. 


Whatever perverseness the Southern poli­ 
ticians may be guilty of, it is necess ary 
that they should be deprived of all real 
grievances in order to make their un* 
reasonableness manifest the more plainly. 
It has been said frequently of late, 
and especially since the Presidential elec­ 
tion, that the South had been solid for the 
last time. It must, however, be evident 
that for the South to break up or change 
its political alliances something more is 
required than the disposition to do so upon 
its part. It is, in fact, qnite conceiv­ 
able that it might be prevented from 
seeking such a change by the course of 
the Republican party. 
The latter cer­ 
tainly cannot hope for or expect any such 
change unless it opens the door itself, and 
this involves the abandonment of some 
methods which have been employed for 
years. The adoption of such a policy as 
the Times outlines would unquestionably 
afford the opportunity said to be desired 
by a considerable Southern element. It 
would at least divest the Southern ques­ 
tion of all ground for complaint against 
the Republican party. The people gen­ 
erally desire reconciliation and peace. 
They are clearly resolved that the equalitj' 
of the law shall be maintained in all parts 
of the country, however, and therefore the 
South must make up its mind to abandon 
Mexican political methods as a preliminary 
to any reform. The ballot must be free, not 
iu name only, but in fact. The colored 
vote must be relieved from all pressure. 
All forms of intimidation must be dropped. 
That done there is no reason why the 
Southern States should not reorganize 
their political relations. They have noth­ 
ing farther to hope for from the Demo­ 
cratic party. Their alliance with that 
organization has brought them continued 
defeat. If then it be true, as alleged, that 
they are ripe for a change, it is probable 
that the new Administration will test their 
disposition. We admit frankly that we 
are by no means confident as to the reality 
of the alleged change of Southern senti­ 
ment. We cannot forget so quickly the 
exhibitions of Rourbonism which were 
given in many parts of the South during 
the last campaign, or the appearance of 
genuineness which those manifestations 
bore. The South has cherished certain 
dangerous heresies ever since the war, 
and a month ago it oertainly bad 
not abandoned them. Is it conceivable 
that the results of the election have 
been so much more convincing than all the 
arguments of the preceding fifteen years? 
We shall be glad enough to find that there 
is no cause for misgiving in this respect, 
but seeing that fixed ideas are not easily 
or quickly eradicated, we think it the part 
of prudence to await the test of actual ex­ 
periment before accepting the theory that 
a change of heart has occured to the South­ 
ern people, and that they are anxious to 
put away their political solidity. When 
General Garfield has been in office a year 
it will be possible to form a more intelli­ 
gent judgment ef the situation than at 
present, but of course considerations of 
this kind do not affect the duty of the new 
Administration, which is plainly, as the 
Times says, to do exact and equal justice 
to all concerned. 


OLEOMARGARINE. 
The manufacture of this greasy make- 
believe for butter has lately developed into 
almost colossal proportions. For several 
years it languished, popular taste and 
prejudice being proof against all the in­ 
genious arguments which were directed 
to demonstrate the purity, cleanness and 
general great qualities of the compound. 
Why or how the present revival has oc­ 
curred, wo do not know, but it is evident 
that a good oleomargarine interest has 
established itself at Chicago, and that in 
some way popular favor has been seenred 
for it. Whether this indicates a real 
chaDge in the public mind, or whether it 
only means that the manufacturers havd 
attained so much skill as to be able to 
deceive the very elect, is not clear. It is 
open to our readers to suspect that the 
latter explanation is the true one, and in 
fact Chicago reporters have repeatedly as­ 
serted that it was scarcely possible to dis­ 
tinguish between the real and the sham 
butter. Oleomargarine is said to be made 
of the best suet and the choicest and purest 
fat when it is described by those who 
are interested in its manufacture. When 
prejudiced people undertake to describe it, 
they allege that it is made from 
dead dogs and cats and rats, and 
every imaginable oleaginous nastiness 
and refuse. 
The circumstance that 
the processes employed are such as to 
conceal the original character of the fatty 
matters used, no doubt encourages the 
enemies of the manufacture to imagine 
all kinds of impurity in it. At the same 
time it is impossible for the friends of 
oleomargarine to adduce satisfactory proof 
that the materials used are not objection­ 
able. Of course oleomargarine is not but­ 
ter, and it is very doubtful whether it is 
equally wholesome, even supposing the 
ugly stories about it to be libels. Whether 
it is leS3 of an injury than a benefit that 
Buch a substitute for butter should bo in­ 
flicted upon the average boarding-house 
martyr, Í3 a question demanding much 
study. Certainly it appears to be putting 
a tremendous wtapon in the hands of the 
cheap restaurants and boarding-house keep­ 
ers to invent such an article of food. In 
justice to the public it should not be 
allowed to be offered for sale unless its 
actual character is plainly advertised. To 
sell it as butter is to commit fraud, and 
at this point the law ought to protect the 
public stomach. 


•WHITTAKER. 
The petition which ha3 been sent to’the 
President’ by Hon. J. Hyatt Smith and 
others regarding the reinstatement of 
Cadet W hittaker at West Point, appears 
to us to he an exceedingly ill-judged docu­ 
ment. It bases this request on the allega­ 
tion that “ the case was not proved against 
“ the boy." That statement is only tech­ 
nically admissible. The evidence adduced 
at the trial in support of the theory that 
W hittaker invented the whole alleged out­ 
rage was so overwhelming that no unpre­ 
judiced mind could fail to be convinced by 
it. The testimony of the experts clearly 
fastened upon him the authorship of the 
pretended note of warning which he said 
he had received some days previous to the 
commission of the assanlt. The condition 
in which he was found was altogether in­ 
consistent with the statement he made in 
explanation of it. It was shown that the 
semblance of unconsciousness which he 
bore when discovered was deliberately as­ 


sumed by him. It was proved that though 
within easy reach of help he muBt, accord­ 
ing to his own account, have submitted in 
perfect silence to the ill-treatment of the 
hypothetical persecutors. 
The injuries 
which had been inflicted upon him were 
extremely slight, and such as he could easily 
have caused himself. He was fastened 
in such a way that he could have 
released himBelf without difficulty. In short 
every circumstance of the affair, when 
rigidly analyzed, told against him, and 
against nobody else, and we think it may 
be taken for granted that the Court which 
investigated the case has no doubt as to 
his guilt. In deference to a very unreasona­ 
ble public sentiment, however, opportunity 
has been afforded him to withdraw from 
West Point undisgraced, under cover of a 
leave of absence which doubtless would have 
been made perpetual. If now it is in­ 
sisted upon that he be reinstated, no course 
will remain open to the West Point au­ 
thorities but to appeal to the results of the 
inquiry, and to pass sentence rpon him in 
accordance with those results. Perhaps 
after all this may bo the best way to cud 
the matter, but it certainly is due to the 
other cadets, who were all discredited by 
W hittaker’s accusation that a young man 
who has practically been convicted of so 
flagrant and injurious a fraud should not 
be sent back to insult and degrade them 
by his companionship. If in short Whit- 
takei has any judicious friends, the best 
thing that they can do for him is to keep 
him out of the way, and accept quietly 
the means of safe retirement the clemency 
of the West Point authorities has left at 
his disposal. 


SOUTHERN VIEWS 
' 
Senator Ben Hill and Governor Colquitt 
of Georgia have recently had something to 
say about the South and the election of 
Garfield. 
The former has in a manly way 
condemned the attempt of Barnurn and 
his gang to tamper with New York, and 
has expressed his opinion that the South 
would “ once more save the country from 
“ revolution,” by refusing to have anything 
to do with such devices. Nevertheless he 
bewails Northern sectionalism, and fears 
that the South will never have justice done 
to it. Governor Colquitt has spoken, in 
bi3 inaugural addresB, much in the same 
strain. He looks upon Hancock’s defeat 
as evidence of the decline of the republic. 
Ho thinks the main reason for Garfield’s 
election was “ Northern hatred of the 
“ South,” and he “ fears that sectionalism 
“ will be perpetuated, because of Northern 
“ interference.” Let us hope that both 
these gentlemen are mistaken, and permit 
us to point out that there is to-day no 
other reason for the survival of sectional­ 
ism than Southern obstinacy and blind­ 
ness. It is not the North that is sectional ; 
it is the South. 
There never would have 
been a Eolid North had there not 
first been a solid 
South. 
If the 
South will abandon that policy, and man­ 
ifest an intention to respect the laws of 
the United States, all trouble and all sec­ 
tionalism will disappear at once. The 
Northern people know nothing about sec­ 
tions. They are American citizens, not 
Westerners, or Northerners, or Easterners. 
Let the South pull down tho barriers 
which divide it from the rest of the coun­ 
try ; let it abandon the old, stupid, mis­ 
chief-breeding spirit of local pride ; let it 
content itself as all the rest of the country 
does, with being an integral part of this 
great natioD ; let it drill some moderation 
and common-sense into the heads of its 
journalists ; let it refrain from attempts 
to count out the colored voters ; let it pay 
attention to its commerce and agriculture, 
and leave politics alone ; and it will very 
soon find that sectionalism is a mero chi­ 
mera. The North is always ready for 
good feeling and harmony, bnt the aban­ 
donment of sectionalism must come from 
the South, simply because it exists in no 
Other part of the country. 


SECRETARY THOMPSON’S MISTAKE. 
Secretary Thompson appears to have got 
himself into a scrape of a very singular na­ 
ture. It is said that he Deglected to invite 
the principa# officers of the navy to the re­ 
cent naval review at Fortress Monroe, and 
that they are alike amazed and indignant 
at th¡3 omission. It is indeed so peculiar 
a blunder for the Secretary of the Navy to 
have committed that we are tempted to at­ 
tribute it to that phenomenal ignorance of 
naval affairs which was ascribed to Mr. 
Thompson when he first took office. It is 
stated that at that time he went on board 
a man-of-war, and that being moved by 
curiosity to approach an open hatchway he 
was seen to start backward with every ap­ 
pearance of horror and alarm, and was 
heard to exclaim : “ Good heavens ! the 
thing’s hollow !” Now it is evident 
that a Secretary of the Navy who 
had such remarkable theories about 
naval construction might have equally 
curious 
notions 
about 
naval 
eti­ 
quette, and that therefore his omission 
to invito the Admiral and his staff to the 
naval review may have been caused by 
genuine ignorance of what was appropriate 
under the circumstances. If this is not 
the explanation it will be necessary to con­ 
clude that the relations between the Secre­ 
tary and the officers of the navy was any­ 
thing but friendly, but even this supposi­ 
tion could not justify Secretary Thompson 
in ignoring the professional claims of the 
officers whom he thus humiliated and in­ 
sulted. There is in fact reason to appre­ 
hend that neither the Secretary of the 
Navy nor the Secretary of War arc on the 
best terms with the services they control, 
and therefore it is satisfactory to know 
that in a few weeks both these departments 
will have new heads. 
SENATOR GROVER’S HEALTH. 
We consider the news concerning Senator 
Grover’s health to be bad. It is stated 
that he is suffering from a complaint which 
is vaguely and obscurely spoken of as 
spinal irritation, and that he is being 
treated for this complaint in some sort of 
medical house, which wc take to be a new 
name for an asylum. 
Spinal irritation 
of any kind is exceedingly dangerous, and 
in nine cases out of ten leads to insanity, 
or death. It may end in softening of the 
brain or in violent dementia, but it is very 
unlikely to fce overcome by remedies. If, 
therefore, the Senator from Oregon suffers 
from such a disease it is not probable that 
ha will be able to occupy his scat at Wash­ 
ington this winter, if he ever does again.

Tu» Lira and W m tinqs or H en ry T homas B uckle. 
By Alfred Henry Uuth. New York : I). Appleton 
A Co. 
It is one of the unamiable habits of man­ 
kind to be intolerant of greatness. Though 
on the one hand a slavish subserviency to 
superiority of circumstances is too nsnal to 
be remarked, ou the other hand it is 
abundantly apparent that nothing delights 
most men so much as carping criticism upon 
those whose genius it has been impossible to 
deny. In literature this mean enviousness 
has always been particularly rank and 
flagrant. The hatreds of literary mea to one 
another surpass even the hatreds of women. 
Yet the most fiercely assailed literary reputa 
tions have outlived not alone the injuries but 
the very memories of the assailants, or the 
latter are recalled in no other way than as 
the feeble creatures who, Don Ifuixote-liko, 
fought windmills. 
The disposition to 
depreciate literary excellence is as great to­ 
day as it has ever been; and as impotent. 
The dictum of the critic has never been 
less potential, and the long array of dooms 
which have failed to take effect constitutes 
an odd commentary on the acumen and 
prophetic force of those who arrogate to 
themselves the peculiar gift of intellectual 
discrimination. It would be difficult to 
name a really great author who has not, even 
in this century, been attacked and belittled in 
this way. Macaulay has been overrun 
with the Lilliputian hosts siuce his death, 
and they have for many years taken a special 
delight in belaboring the memory of Buckle. 
They have in fact invented a sort of special 
cant to fit his case. They could not dispute 
his industry or his erudition. So they fell 
foul of him on the ground that he had not 
sufficiently perfected his generalizations. 
Now to acquire the intellectual right to crit­ 
icise a man like Buckle it is obvious that his 
opponents ought to be able to regard him 
from at least the same mental level. Buckle 
was certainly not a man of ordinary powers. 
To the fragment of the great work to which 
his life was devoted he had given the Ipbor of 
twenty years ; of twenty years such work as 
very few ef his contemporaries could have 
performed. He possessed a prodigious mem­ 
ory, in that resembling .Macaulay. He was 
gifted with an excellent intellectual digestion. 
His conclusions are alike broad and deep. 
His authorities are always at hand and al­ 
ways to the point. He is cautious and bold, 
careful yet decided, together. He resches 
positive conclusions because his researches 
have been profound and comprehensive. It is 
therefore not unnatural, though inexcusable, 
that the assurance of conscious understand­ 
ing shonld be decried as dogmatism, and that 
the firmness due to a clear and sweeping 
vision should be ascribed to the ef­ 
frontery of 
sciolism. 
These 
depre­ 
ciating criticisms really denote the ig­ 
norance of the critics, not the justice of 
the censure, but of course they have never 
perceived this. 
And as criticism has its 
fashions like everything else, and as they are 
as destitute of sense as other fashions, so it 
has become the mode to sneer at Buckle, to 
pooh-pooh his viewe, and to wave him away 
as an author greatly overrated in his time, but 
now happily found out ami accurately ap­ 
praised. 
In this as in bo many of their 
flippant judgments the “ advanced” critics 
are wrong. Bu. kle is not the obsolete author 
they would make him appear. It will le 
long before any man equally well equipped 
for the work he undertook is found. Genera­ 
tions hence those who desire to understand 
the tendencies of European civilization prior 
lo the nineteenth century, will have to repair 
to his masterly volumes. The brilliant repu­ 
tation which the first view of his great work 
secured for him will revive and glow with in­ 
creasing luster as time separates him from 
his readers. For in literature it is the cen­ 
turies alone which obtain justice for authors, 
There is no difficulty in procuring candid and 
unprejudiced judgments concerning the pro­ 
ductions of Shakespeare or Bacon, ot 
Moliere or Racine, of Dante or Petrarch, be­ 
cause they are far removed from all existing 
interests. But let the question be of a living 
author—of Matthew Arnold, or Anthony 
Froude, or Victor Hngo, or of recently 
living authors such as Buckle or Macaulay— 
aud at once the critic is warped and biased, 
and becomes incapable of rendering justice 
to his subject. It has beeu so with Buckle pe­ 
culiarly, and Mr. Huth has done a real service, 
not only to the memory of his friend, but to 
the public, in publishing this interesting and 
valuable biography. We here see the meth­ 
ods by which Buckle acquired his enormous 
erudition. We perceive how exceptional bis 
whole life was, aud how all his conditions 
fitted into the magnificent literary scheme to 
which he had bent all his exertioDs. And 
when we realize how vast and all-embraciDg 
a knowledge was deemsd necessary for the 
first beginning of the work which he did not 
live to complete, we feel more than ever the 
impertinence and the folly of those critics who 
have presumptuously questioned the informa­ 
tion of a man to whom they must have been 
as mere school boys. He was a great man, 
beyond Berious question, and he has given 
the world a great work, fragmentary though 
it be. That work, moreover, may well be 
studied with confidence and admiration, for 
assuredly no man competent to pass judg­ 
ment upon the question < f its merits has thus 
far appeared in the critic’s chair, and the 
powers and preparations of its author 
afford an ample guarantee for the soundness 
and solidity cf hie conclusions ho has 
reached.

It is somewhat singular that a work which 
was jiublished in England nearly thirty years 
ago, and which has passed through four or 
five editions there, should only now have 
been reprinted in the United States. It is 
the more remarkable that it should have been 
so long overlooked, seeing that it belongs to 
a class of literature for which there has been 
a constantly increasing demand in this coun­ 
try of late years. Tne author, howeve-, is 
tolerably well known on this side of the At­ 
lantic by his books, “ Enigmas of Life,” 
“ Social and Literary Judgment,” aud 
“ Rocks Ahead,” all of which have found 
favor with this public. Mr. Greg is em­ 
phatically a man of his age, insistent upon 
the discovery of the Truth, intolerant of 
shams, impatient of obsolete ceremonialism 
an intrepid critic and a merciless reasoner. 
In the work before us he examines the whole 
fabric of Christianity with a view to ascer­ 
tain what grounds of belief in it are justified 
and what are not. To those who have fol­ 
lowed English and German criticism in this 
direction our author has nothing new to say, 
but to the average reader many of his expo­ 
sitions will come with all the force of 
revelations. The spirit in which he has 
done his work is sober and even reverent, 
but he never stops short of the legitimate 
inferecoe which his facts justify, no matter 
where it may carry him. The whole struct­ 
ure of Christianity íb passed in review. The 
inspiration of the Scriptures, the author-hip 
and authority of the Pentateuch and the Old 
Testament canon generally, the Prophecies, 
the Gospels, the Miracles, the Resurrection of 
Jesus, are subjects discussed in turn, and 
which inevitably lead to the question, “ Is 
“ Christianity a revealed religion ?” This 
crucial question Mr. Greg is compelled by 
the results of his previous inquiries to an­ 


swer in the negative. 
This conclusion is 
reached by a well sustained series of argu­ 
ments and criticisms, for the main points 
of which the author is doubtless indebted 
to German scholarship, but which are none 
the less forcible and convincing. The work 
is, in fact, one which presents in a popular 
form the results of the most conscientious 
and trustworthy biblical criticism and 
philosophical reasoning, and therefore it is a 
work which ought long ago to have been 
formally answered if an answer was possible. 
Of course there have been attempts to meet 
its criticisms, just as there have been at­ 
tempts by the pious compilers of the “ Speak- 
“ er’s Commentary,” to meet the conclusions 
of modern scholarship upon biblical questions. 
But the kind of argument used iu the “ Com­ 
mentary,” like that employed by the oppo­ 
nents ot Mr. Greg, is that which unfortunate­ 
ly can have no value for any but the pious 
reader, since it demands a faith in no way 
consistent with reason. Mr. Greg seta out to 
prove various things : as that the old Testa­ 
ment eanou is undeserving belief; that the 
story of Creation is fabulous; that Moses did 
not write the Pentateuch; that the Gospels 
do not record historical facts ; that Jesus was 
a human being ; that the claims of inspira­ 
tion and revelation are not warranted ; that 
the pretensions advanced for the Christian 
religion are of the same character as, and not 
more entitled to respect than, those put for­ 
ward for any other religion. All these hereti­ 
cal propositions are however treated precisely 
as propositions of science would be treated. 
That is to say the evidence attaiuable for 
and against them is sifted aud analyzed with 
perfect candor. The authorities are cited, 
the most trustworthy conclusions ate pointed 
out, and so the belief is reached which appearB 
to be most consistent with the known facts. 
It seems that this must be the only certain 
way to arrive at the truth concerning theie 
or any other subjects, but the defenders 
of Christianity will not admit any­ 
thing of the kind. 
They insist upon 
beggiug the question beforehand. They 
begin by assuming the inspiration of the 
scriptures and,the fact of revelation, and 
when they are hard pushed they fall back 
upon a knowledge by Faith, which is con­ 
veniently incapable of being gauged by scien­ 
tific methods. This mode of meeting criti­ 
cism may be very satisfactory to those who 
employ it, but unfortunately it does not at 
all convince the skeptic, who continues to in­ 
sist that everything shall be brought to the 
touchstone of scientific demonstration, and 
who will not accept the intangible conception 
of knowledge by Faith. And therefore is it 
that so-called answers to works like “ The 
Creed of Christendom ” fall still-born, and are 
not heard of again, whereas the works them­ 
selves continue to be sought after, and, as in 
the present instance, spread their influence 
from one hemisphere to the other. To those 
who have read Ingersoll’s lectures we may 
say that Mr. Greg is tar more scholarly and 
argumentative, and scarcely less eloquent 
and fascinating, than the great orator of in­ 
fidelity. He gives, moreover, a very useful 
magazine of facts and conclusions, embracing, 
as it does, the whole of the controversy re­ 
garding the origin and status of the faith 
whose histoiy it analyzes. 
F kf.e Laud and F ree T rade. The Lessons of the 
English Cora laws Applied to the United States. 
By Samuel S. Cox. Sew York : G. P Putuam's 
Sous. San Francisco : A. L. Bancroft A Co. 
The Hon. Samuel S. Cox, or “ Sunset ” 
Cox, as he has long been familiarly called, is 
an enthusiastic free-trader, and he is also a 
believer in free land as well as trade. These 
two beliefs have ltd him to write this little 
work, which is a valuable and timely contri 
bution to economic literature. The main 
purpose is to show, by recapitulation, how 
the English suffered from the policy of Pro­ 
tection as embodied iu the Corn Laws ; what 
incredible misfortunes were endured by the 
masses of that people before their legislators 
could be induced to remove the restrictions 
which were strangling the nation ; how the 
abolition of the Corn Laws was followed by 
an almost miraculous return to prosperity; 
and how the late troubles of the country have 
been cansed mainly by the ill-regulated sta'e 
of the land question. The lesson of the 
English Corn Laws is indeed one which may 
well be learned by the people of the United 
States, for it is pregnant with instruction. 
The lesson of Protection, however, is one 
which our farmers ought to be able 
to learn without recurring to the experience 
of England for their own benefit. There 
is no danger of Corn Laws here, but 
there are laws in existence which are as un­ 
just to our masses as these imposts were to 
the masses of England. The abolition of 
the Corn Laws was rendered comparatively 
easy by the fact that they pressed upon the 
seat of life. A law which strikes at the very 
life of a people will always be more easily 
repealed than one which merely robs them 
by degrees. The Corn Laws made the food 
of the populace dear, and so menaced them 
with starvation. We, however, have cheap 
bread, and dear everything else. The situa­ 
tion in fact is reversed, and therefore it must 
be expected that it will take much longer to 
secure the reform of our obnoxious tariff. 
Our farmers are very slow to realize that 
they are being plundered. They cannot 
have protection, but they are made to pay 
over their bard earned moDey that others 
should be protected. There is not and never 
can be any reason or justice in the theory of 
Protection. It can only be made equal by 
nullifying it. So long as it really protects 
any interest it is unjust. For example; A 
is a hatter, B ia a tailor, and C is a dry­ 
goods dealer. A says he wants five dollars a 
year bounty by way of protection. B de­ 
mands a similar bounty. Now if C claim* 
the same, it ia evident that at the end of the 
year they will neither of them have received 
anything, but merely passed the same money 
backwards and forwards. But if A claims a 
bounty, and B also, and C has to pay them 
both, without reoeiviug anything in return, 
then there is real Protection, but C is robbed. 
And that is the actual condition of things in 
th's country at present. C ia the American 
farmer. A and B are the protected manu­ 
facturers, for whose sole and special benefit 
the interminable tariff has been framed, and 
is maintained. The want of political educa­ 
tion was shown in the last campaign, when 
the advocates of a tariff impudently ad­ 
dressed themselves to the farmer?, and ac­ 
tually convinced them that it would be disas­ 
trous to their interests to be relieved from 
the enormous taxes they have been paying 
for the last twenty years to the rapacious 
manufacturers. Had not the Democrats 
been doomed they would have made short 
work of the pro-tariff argument*, and now 
that the election is over we have no doubt 
that a general disposition will be manifested 
to agree to tariff reforms. For it is very 
certain that either the Protectionists will 
have to consent to such reforms, or the work 
will be taken cut of their hands, in which 
event the whole tariff is liable to go by the 
board. A tariff for revenue such as Messrs. 
Wells and Moore have already prepared 
might very easily be substituted for the 
present mischievous aud unwieldy schedule. 
It w o h M be productive of immense benefits 
to the country, but we fear that it 
will be necessary for the American people 
to gain their experience through suffering, 
as the English did before them. We have not 
yet a Sir Robert Peel, a Cobden, a Bright, 
a Viliiers. or an Ebenezer Elliott, to stir up 
the people on this subject, but then neither 
ia it so vital a consideration with aa as it was 


in England. 
A robbery which, however 
extensive, fails to pauperize the victim*, may 
be endured a long time, especially if the victim 
has been tricked into believing that it does hint 
good to have his pockets picked. Should 
another season of calamity come upon the 
country; should Europe have heavy crops 
some year when our own surplus ia larger 
than ever ; it is probable that there will be 
a disposition to analyze the situation and 
ascertain why it is that the American farmer 
is prohibited by the laws of his country fro m 
living economically, and is mads to pay four 
prices for everything he wears and uses. 
Then perhaps the Protective system will be 
weighed and found wanting. Meantime we 
welcome all such contributions to popular 
enlightenment as Mr. Cox has giren us, and 
we recommend his volume to the oarefnl con­ 
sideration of all who really wish to compre­ 
hend the great questions which are about to 
be brought up for settlement. 
The Obelisk and F reemasonry. 
By John A 
Wiisse, M. D. New York : J. W. Bouton. 
The purpose of this book is to demonstrate 
that " an institution, similar to Freemasonry, 
“ existed in Egypt before pyramids and obe- 
“ lisks.” The main argument for this ap­ 
pears to consist in certain evidence of the 
early existence of the so-called Masonic 
tools, namely, the perpendicular, square, 
compass, plummet, eto. To support this 
curious hypothesis considerable learning is 
laid under contribution by Dr. Weisse, hut 
as it appears to us, quite unprofitably. For 
we ure unable to perceive what can be estab­ 
lished by proving that the so-called Masonic 
tools were in use before the pyramids. 
Surely it does not follow that Freemasonry 
is entitled to any such antiquity 7 The 
argument seems to us to resemble the 
following false syollogism : Freemasons 
have two legs ; the Ancient Egyptians bail 
two legs ; therefore the Ancient Egyptians 
were Freemasons. It is on very similar 
grounds that the invention of the doctriue of 
the Trinity has been ascribed to the Egyp­ 
tians. The origin of Freemasonry is not 
obscure, though some imprndent enthusiasts 
have tried to u;ake it appear bo. The sup­ 
position that it has any legitimate connection 
with the mysteries of antiqnity is a violent 
one, to say the least. To such as find pleas­ 
ure in curious speculations, however, and 
who wish to believe that which seems to thecn 
to impart new dignity to an Order they ad­ 
mire, Dr. Weisse’s book will doubtless afford 
much ’satisfaction. We may say of it, with­ 
out hesitation, that it brings together more 
various informat ion conoeruing; Egyptian 
obelisks than can be found in any other 
work, and for this reason alone it possesses a 
certain value. 
Live; Its Tru* Usxwis. By R. Vf. Wright. New 
York : G. F. Putnam's Sens. Sau Francisco : 
A. L. Bancroft h Oo. 
The writer of this volume is one of those 
dreadful persona of the Joseph Cook breed, 
who roam about seeking whom they may de­ 
vour in the wav of scientists. These person» 
are afflicted with a plentiful lack of real 
knowledge, and an equal abundance of pre­ 
sumption. Having perpetrated somo jejune 
sophism they will swell and strut around as 
who should say, “ See how I have worsted 
“ aad flattened ” Herbert Spencer, or Pro­ 
fessor Tyndall, or Huxley, or whoever 
the adversary of the moment may be. 
Here for example is a specimen brick 
from our author : “ The one sublime 
“ verity of the universe is that ‘life 
” ‘exists,’and that it has existed from all 
“ eternity at possible in the Divine mind, and 
“ in the Divine mind alone. If materialistic 
“ science is disposed to bntt itB head agair.st 
“ this impregnable proposition, it can do so. 
“ The proposition will stand, whatever may 
"happen to the inconsiderate head.” Hav­ 
ing thus demonstrated his thorough compre­ 
hension of what is contained by “ the Divine 
“ tnind,” of course Mr. Wright imagines that 
he has carried everything before him. His 
book will not create a ripple upon the sur­ 
face of scientific thought. It is without au­ 
thority or judgment, and at beat a thin mim­ 
icry of the sciolism of Joseph Cook and his 
Bchool.

We have here three pamphlets or brochures 
on special art subjects, all by acknowledged 
writers, and all apparently well calcu­ 
lated to do for amateurs what acy such 
instruction can do. As a matter of course 
the arts here doalt with cannot he mastered 
by desultory and fragmentary study. If any 
one fancied that excellence could be at­ 
tained that way it would be a mis­ 
chievous error. But provided tin t the 
amusement of some leisure hours is all 
that is aimed at, no doubt these works will 
convey a sufficient amount of information to 
compass that end, aud to enable the e.u lent 
to produce amateur work of a not intoler­ 
able character. More than thiB was prob­ 
ably not expected by the toaoher?, and more 
certainly ought not to be reckoned upon by 
the pupils. Of royal roads to lear. ir.g there 
are many in these days, hut they do not 
conduct these who travel cn them to the an­ 
ticipated destination.

The only disengaged iron ship in port 
was chartered yesterday at 73s. 
The steamer Oceanic carried $183,171 in 
treasure and $142,658 in merchandise to 
Hongkong.

These vessels all come heavily 
loaded' with. produce. 
Duties paid at tho Custom-house yester­ 
day were $52,655 23, making a total of 
$291,511 97 for the month. 
There were four cases of small-pox ro- 
ported at the Health Office up to 2 o’clcck 
to-day, and one verification. 
One Denis Kearney, who cut some figure 
several years ago in the low-down politico 
of this city, his returned to his former oc­ 
cupation of drayman. 
Tho Polish residents in San Francisco 
propose to celebrate the fiftieth anni verfary 
of their country’s gallant struggle for inde­ 
pendence on the 29th inst., being the day 
of the year on which the revolution against 
the despotic power of the Czar commenced 
at Warsaw, half a centnry ago. 
Claus Spreckles is about to bui:d a large 
sugar refinery on the Potrero. Six and a 
quarter blocks of land have been purchased 
just beyond the new gas works there, and 
fronting on the bay shore. Bide for grad­ 
ing the land are now being received,- and it 
is expected that the entire work will be 
completed in eight or nine m o n th s, certainly 
in lesa than a year. A round million of 
dollars will be required to complete the 
work, most of which wili be distributed in 
this vicinity for labor, materials and other 
necessaries. 
A very commendable case of honorable 
business dealing is that just now occurring 
between the Pacific Coast Steamship Com­ 
pany and the farmers of the lowsr country. 
The steamship company is transporting 
grain from Point Sal to this port on its 
steamers at $2 50 per t-.p, and aa the sea­ 
son has been an exceedingly late one, and 
the crops are very large, the farmers are 
desirous of moving the grain as speedily as 
possible, and for that purpose the steam­ 
ship company is now chartering sailing ves­ 
sel*. giving them $3 per ton. This is not 
compulsory on the company’s part, it is 
simply done to accommodate and protect 
the grain producers from loss by bad 
weather, which is now impending.

I t appears by these 
th at be has already served three term s in 
the Slate Prison, and all of them for stealing 
horses and buggies, procured in a similar 
maw: r to th at for which he is again aw ait­ 
ing 
trial. 
In 
fact, he may be said to 
have 
quirsd the occupation of getting away 
w ith horse4 and buggies, and in carrying on 
the business he has returned to the locality of 
his ft rmer operations. 
Tht polioe are careful not to perpetrate 
slander by intim ating that Newton has only 
served the State three terms, but give th at as 
the n .¡nber from returns now in. 
H e was 
eeutei wd from this couuty October 6, 18G8, 
by .Tudge Clark, for one year, under the 
name of H iram Manning, alias Newton. 
In J -nuary, 1870, he was sentenced to a 
tern, of three years from San ^ Francisco, 
under tho name of Isaac P. Newton, for 
crime committed iu December, 1809. 
tie was 
again sentenced from San Francisco in May, 
1875 under the name of Oliver Perry, for in­ 
discretions comm itted in A pril of th at year, 
and his time was given five years, m aking a 
total of nine years under the three terms. 
The alacrity with which he waived examina­ 
tion when before the Police Court recently, 
an 1 : he knowledge he exhibited of preparing 
for his defense, indicated the former experi­ 
ence which it íb now shown he has had in de­ 
fendí g against criminal prosecutions. 
In 
addition to the horse aud buggy business, 
Newton is evidently au adept iu other direc­ 
tions. 
Im m ediately p ii(,r to bis arre3t for 
taking Stanley’s horse and buggy, he had 
been to San Francisco and made a contract 
for the sale of Beverai thousand bushels of 
wheat which he represented he had for sale 
fron. thiq season’s crop, and upon the contract 
received §100. 
A letter of recent date, from 
the San Francisco wheat dealer, found among 
New ton’s paoers when arrested, is interesting, 
as showing the confidence which was given to 
N ew ton’s representations, and is as follows : 
“ M ajor Newton : 
1 have decided th a t it 
would be better for you to ship one car loau 
of wheat direct to me at San Francisco. 
Then I can decide w hat is beat for your in­ 
terests to do with the balance.^ I wish you 
would attend to this immediately on your re- 
turu. 
Your-", etc.” X< wton al« . had in his 
vali- c blank notes and other papers, giving an 
air of assurance to hie business representa­ 
tions, and tending to convince th at he was to 
be i.umbered among the solid men of his part 
of the State.

A Ykar op W reck; A True Story. 
By a Victim. 
New York : Harper & Broa. San Francisco : A. 
I.. Bancroft tt O . 
1 vol., S vo., muslin. 
This i-i the rather humorous and grimly 
sarcastic stoiy of a venture in cotton-raising 
i in the far South by a Northern man soon 
after the clo?e of the rebellion. While it is 
not of that’ vigorous character nor of that 
literary mold which marks Judge Tcurgee’s 
■“ Fool’s E rian d ” and 
“ Bricks W ithout 
Straw,” yet it is in the same vein, but is not 
campaign literature— having a far higher value. 
The author gives the reasons why the wrecks 
of that “ superb stream of emigration” which 
flowed into the South at the close of the war 
mostly drifted back to the North within the 
year, leaving the stream dry. As he puts it, 
“ the situation the first year after the war is 
the key to the situation since then. This un­ 
derstood, the snail-like progress of that sec­ 
tion will no longer cause surprise ; and whilst 
the reader may say that, simply considering 
its own interests, the South could not have 
done worse, it is also charity to remember 
that with her previous training she could not 
well have done otherwise ” He adds : “ If 
this story Bhail have the effect to inspire the 
good element in the South to assert itself 
against the lawless, thus hastening the day 
of 
substantial 
prosperity 
in 
a 
region 
of unparalleled natural advantages, it will 
have 
accomplished 
its 
mission.” 
The 
story is a narrative of personal experi­ 
ence and claims to be a strictly true recital. 
It certainly wears the air of truth, and there 
would seem to be no reason to question it on 
that score. The author frequently leaves the 
story of his cotton-raising experiment, to 
comment upon 
the 
social condition in 
the 
South, 
and 
to 
give 
what 
ap­ 
pears to him to be remedies for the evils 
complained of. The story explains how the 
writer and a few others calculated, in a busi­ 
ness way, how they could make money by 
uotton-raising in Mississippi ; how they left 
the North and entered upon the speculation : 
how they were cheated, misled and made 
foots of ; how they were overcharged on every 
hand, their employes won away, their con­ 
tracts violated, their lives threatened, mur­ 
ders committed at their very door-yards, and 
one of the party, a mere boy, beaten 
nearly to 
death, 
“ simply 
because 
he 
was 
a 
Yankee.” 
The 
author 
ac­ 
cepted the appoiutmtnt to a judgehip, and 
in consequence was shot at by luaskeü men 
while en route to Court, was wounded, pur­ 
sued and saved from death only by the fleet­ 
ness of his horse. 
In the Court-room even, 
an effort was made to stab him in the back. 
.Ml this, he alleges, not because of any 
political sentiments he entertained, for he 
had concealed those he had in his own breast, 
and 
gave 
voice 
to 
no 
political 
ex­ 
pression, 
but 
because 
the 
Southerners 
uld 
not 
endure that 
one from the 
N orth should be appointed over them. 
The Southern negro is presetted in this 
volume in a different 
light 
from that 
which Judge Tourgee casts upon his negro 
characters. 
Here he is shown up as distrust­ 
ful, suspicious, ignorant, and having only the 
vaguest ideas ot freedom and what it really 
implies. H» is childish, helpless and obsti­ 
nate, and he is prone to lying and thieving in 
a great many cases—enough in number to 
cast discredic on his race at the South. The 
author states very plainly his understanding 
of the labor qufBtion at the South. The 
true Southerner regards labor, he says, as 
degrading, and 
in 
his 
dealings with 
the laboring 
class 
does 
not 
deem it 
dishonorable to get the very best of the bar­ 
gain under nearly all circumstances. 
In 
short he declares the South as wholly un­ 
willing to accept or adjust itself to the labor 
problem which the result of the war thruBt 
upon it. We make extracts : 
Born, or living, under a semi tropical sun, the 
blood runs warmly through their veins. 
W hat is 
in the heart >s instantly in the brain. 
- 
- * 
No­ 
where is there any evidence that the lessons of the 
war have taught them wisdom. 
Its discipline seems 
only to have l isted while th e punishm ent lasted. 
They say they only stopped because they were 
physically unable to continue the contest, not from 
any conviction th at they were in the wrong. 
The 
fires arc being rekindled for the second conflict, and 
this time, they sav, they will come out victorious. 
* 
* 
* It is no longer an attack directly on the 
Government, because the South is now again under 
the Government, but it is an attack upon its policy, 
all the more insidious for that fact. 
Of course the partisanship of this book is 
manifest, and the just-judging reader will 
bear 
in 
mind 
constantly 
that 
the 
whole 
matter 
was 
viewed 
by 
the 
author 
from 
a 
Northern 
standpoint, 
and from a position totally different from 
that which would be taken by a Southern 
born ami raised man. The book, impressing 
one as truthful in all its asserted facts, leaves 
the reader deeply impressed with the fact 
that there is a great gulf between Southern 
and Northern views, and that very little has 
been done to uarrow it. Its author, how­ 
ever, sees the gulf clesing ; he draws conso­ 
lation from his experiences and declares that: 
Tho South of 1S60 and 1SS0 is different. - * ' No­ 
w here else is the feeling stronger than here that, in 
a business point of view, slavery was a mistake.* * ' 
The South of 18S0 is more tolerant than the South 
of 1866. 
But it has yet much to learn on this score. 
There are portions of it now—a very few—where a 
N ortherner, whatever his politics may be, is as 
highly respected as lie would be anywhere in the 
North ; but. generally speaking, any one inimical 
to the politics of tliis section is simply toierated, 
and would receirc a sim ilar treatm ent to ours of 
1866 ; and there are regions— alas ! a great many— 
where his personal safety would be in question. 
Nearly every where the good elem ent is under the 
dom ination of the “ mischievous boys." Many times 
in my region have I thought th at the form er were 
on the eve of asserting themselves, only to hedisap- 
p-vnted. 
Still, 1 an see th at each te a r the good 
elem ent is growing stronger, and the time will come 
when it will have the upper hand.” 
Kklar Al l is Pok : His Life, Letters and Opinions.

Mr. Ingram devoted several years to re­ 
search before he ventured to place before the 
public the volumes above entitled. 
The 
work may be properly termed a vindicatory 
memoir extended from that prefixed to Mr. 
Ingram’s edition of Poe’s works in 1874. It 
is undoubtedly true that no full biography of 
Poe has before this been published, and it is 
as certainly true that one trustworthy and 
exhaustive has 
been needed. 
Griswold’s 
memoir was not as full as desired, and beside, 
it was open to attack. The same may be 
en id of this work, but it is to be added that it 
comes nearer closing the dispute than any 
previous work. 
Mr. 
iDgram—to briefly 
characterize his volumes—claims that the 
obloquy cast upon the memory of Poe had 
its origin chiefly in the hostility of his earliest 
biographer. He has in these volumes pre­ 
vented much new matter and thrown r p 
Sight upon the character of the poet, acdv>r,.

pie who scarcely knew Poe, people whom 
he 
probably 
detested, 
have 
claimed 
to have enjoyed his “ friendly intimacy; to 
have supplied him with ideas; to have sug­ 
gested his themes, and even to have written 
bis works. 
They misrepresent his idlest 
words ; distort his most trivial remarks—per­ 
chance unintentionally ; falsify dates, invent 
anecdotes ; fabricate conversations, and in­ 
deed refrain from nothing in order to prove 
their acquaintance with departed genius. ” It 
is no doubt true, as Mr. Ingram asserts, that 
Pne has been the subject of a vast deal of 
fiction, and it is true that " a terrible amuunt 
of miscoiet can be manufactured out of a dead 
man’s relics.” These extracts and references 
clearly present Mr. Ingram as a partisan, 
but justice demands that it should be added, 
also, that he fortifies his position so well with 
facts that his partisanship has strong justifi 
cation, and it may indeed be said that it is 
the result of serious conviction and a natural 
tribute to the injured memory of the dead 
poet. 
He has presented an exhaustive work, 
which is pr. bably as stroDg a defense as will 
ever be made in behalf of Poe. It ought to 
end the issue regarding him. 
It should be 
accepted, as it undoubtedly is, as true, and 
as a complete aiibwer to detraction. But it 
is just as certain that it will n o t; just as 
certain that it will itself form the text for a 
new campaign. 
However, above all these 
considerations, these volumes have a high 
value in a purely literary sense, adding as 
they do new matter to literary history. The 
volumes, as critical works and productions of 
literary excellence, do hoEor to the accom­ 
plished author, whose previous works have 
given him so prominent a place in modern 
literature. 
From A. L Bancroft & Co., San Francisco, 
we have a lull bound volume, law library 
style, entitled, “ An Index to the American 
Decisions,” and the editor’s notes thereto, 
with a table of the ca-es re-reported—volumes 
1 to 20, inclu-ive, 1700 1830 ; by A. C. Free­ 
man, editor of the “ American Decisions.” 
This is, it is true, an index, Lut it goes be­ 
yond and enters the realm ot the digest. 
There is scarcely a subject line indexed in 
which the editor has not given a pretty clear 
idea of what the case decides, or, at least, of 
the issues passed upon, and this too in a very 
few aud unmistakable words. 
The volume is 
a complete key to the Feries it represents, as 
far as issued, and will be very welcome to the 
members of the California bar. 
From Henry N. Copp, Washington, D 
C., we have a copy of the sixth and latest 
edition of “ Copp’s Hand-book of Mining 
Laws,” a little work which to miners and 
lawyers must prove of much value as a refer­ 
ence work and as a comprehensive digest, as 
well as a directory to patents issued for min­ 
ing claims. 
It contains also blank forms anil 
a copy of the United States mining laws and 
extracts from decisions thereunder.

ART NOTES. 


The Boston exhibition of works by Amer­ 
ican artists opened at the Museum of Fine 
Arts on the 9th of November, and closes 
on the 20th of December. 
Ernest Parton has returned from Europe, 
after achieving the unusual distinction of 
having one of his landscapes bought by the 
Londcn Royal Academy. 
M. F. H. De Haas is finishing a Dutch 
coast scene. 
There is an old fort on the 
shore at the left, within range of which are 
several small craft in calm, bright weather. 
The youngest painter recompensed this 
year at the Salon was Francois Martin, 
who, though only 19, received an honor­ 
able mention for his painting, “ Chez un 
Orientaliste.” 
The sculptor Barrías, the successful ar­ 
tist in the recent competition for the 
monument in commemora ion of the de­ 
fense of Paris, has been intrusted with a 
similar work for the town of Sc. Quentin. 
The photographic departm ent of the 
Bibliotheque 
NatioDale 
at 
Paris 
will 
shortly be engaged in the reproduction of 
Beiected specimens of the masterpieces con­ 
tained in its collection of prints and il­ 
luminated MSS. 
As additions to the collections of the 
A rt Students’ League, J. Carroll Beckwith, 
who has charge of the antique class, has 
brought from Paris six figure drawings, two 
each by Lecomte du Nouy, Becker aud 
Linnereux. 
Detaille’s latest picture in oil—a mili­ 
tary review—was painted for John T. 
M artin of Brooklyn as a pendant for one 
executed last year for the same gentleman, 
representing a charge of cavalry. The work 
is some four feet long. 
The Etcher is described as formed more 
or less on the basis of a co-operative soci­ 
ety, in which the artists who contribute 
works share in the profits equally with the 
publisher, who pays a certain amount for 
the right of printing the etching in his pa­ 
per, and also allows the artist the right of 
selling through his agency whatever proofs 
the public may desire to have. 
A quantity of articles of virtu from the 
recent great sale of the Demidoff collection 
at San Donato, near Florence, is now dis­ 
played at the rooms of Sypher & Co., New 
York. 
One article isa revolving table, de­ 
picting in rich mosaic the taking of Bounck- 
oux by the Russians, the work of Gioac­ 
chino Barberi, signed by him and dated 
1S33. 
The relics of Napolesn, of which 
Prince Demidoff' had so large a number, 
are here sampled by the writing-desk, 
dressing-table, and mirror the banished 
Emperor used 
at E lb a; a number of 
chairs, two sofas, and a flag of the First 
Regiment of Grenadiers, inscribed with 
the names of their battles in gold bullion. 
Dargue, pupil of Gerorne, whose works 
are so few that they number scarcely a 
score, is finishing a minature picture of a 
man, in the costume of Loáis X III., seated 
in an elegant salon playing the flute. 
The painting is about eight by ten inches 
in size, and the price asked 50,000 francs. 
The only examples of his work known in 
this country are two in the collection 
owned by W . H. Vanderbilt and one in 
th at of Miss Wolfe. 
One of the noblest Millets ever seen in 
this country has just been placed in the 
Avery Gallery, New York. 
It is a “ Shep­ 
herdess,” seated upon a low stone wall, be­ 
hind which appear the heads of some re­ 
cumbent shtep, and a thick forest of tall, 
straight trees. 
The young woman is in 
some respects of a higher type than the 
characteristic Millet peasant, less sad per­ 
haps than usual, and of a not unintellect­ 
ual cast of countenance, although too slug­ 
gish ever to be taken for an incipient Joan 
of Arc. 
This picture is satisfying and 
stirring at all points where one expects 
greatness in a Millet. 
Boston has received photographs of two 
new pictures by Hans M akart. 
One of 
these photographs—th at of “ Diana and 
her Nymphs 
is truly remarkable. 
It 
“ shows perfectly,” says a Boston writer, 
“ two qualities of the painting—the beauty 
of the composition and the fine contrasts 
of color by which the flesh tones are won­ 
derfully relieved.” The other photograph 
attempts less. 
I t reveals the “ interiorof 
M akart’s studio, a spacious, lofty apart­ 
ment, sumptuous in its furnishings ot mas­ 
sive carved furniture, old tapestries and 
armor, and rich decorative efftcts.” 
The A rt Students’ League in New York, 
founded by the younger artists, is now 
entering upon its fifth year, having already 
attained a foremost place among American 
schools of art. 
The instructors, as last 
year, are : For drawing and painting—life 
classes, William Sartain ; portrait classes, 
W. M. Chase ; composition classes, W alter 
Shirlaw ; 
drawing from the antique, J. 
Carroll Beckwith ; modeling and artistic 
anatomy, 
J. S. H artley ; perspective, 
Frederick Dielman. 
Only those intending 
to make a rt a professsion can be members 
of the League, but the classes are open to 
all who are up to the standard in drawing.

H y s t e r i a —W h a t is It ?—W hat íb hys­ 
teria ? asks a young lady who says some 
day she will study medicine and be a phy­ 
sician, even if for no other purpose than to 
know about the body, so wonderful in its 
make.up and its action. 
In reply we may 
say th at hysteria has been defined in many 
ways by many physiologists, but in our 
opinion most of their definitions are faulty 
in many ways. 
Hysteria is a sort of ner­ 
vous storm, in which nervous action breaks 
over all restraint of the will and the judg­ 
ment, forsakes its normal course and gives 
rise to incoherent, unnatural, irrational 
ravings. 
Hysteria is a sort of insanity. 
The forces in the nervous system, like the 
forces in nature, are subject to various dis­ 
turbances. 
In nature tiiey break out in 
thunder-storms, hurricanes, etc. 
In the 
human body we have instead hysteria, 
passion and other phenomena. If we could 
control the distribution of heat and cold 
in naturt: we could modify or do away with 
violent cosmic changes by equalizing every ­ 
thing. 
The saíne would prevent hy steria. 
Equalize the circulation ot the blood in the 
human body aud hysteria would rarely, if 
ever, occur.— [Herald of Health. 


S i c k n e s s .—It is a sin to b e sick, says an 
exchange, unless the illness is hereditary, 
and sickness is reformatory punishment of 
violated law, always. 
But “ in knowledge 
there is power,” and in order to make 
people healthy they must learn the laws of 
health, and the results of disobeying them. 
In every walk of life there is need of more 
self-knowledge. 
The most enlightened 
sometimes touch the harp-strings of life 
too roughly, and the harmony of sound is 
soon destroyed. 
But ignorance, self-will, 
gratification of appetites and passions have 
kept misery in the world, aud probably 
will continue to cause disease and un­ 
timely deaths for many years—at least 
until we reach a higher plane of intellect­ 
uality, and learn to live simply and in 
obedience to hygienic laws. 


R ec e ip ts. 
To P i c k l e M a n g o e s a n d G r e e n P e p ­ 
p e r s —G uta round piece out of the top of 
a small round musk melon or peppers and 
extract the seeds. 
Then tie the pieces on 
again with a thread and put in a strong 
brine for ten days. 
Drain and wipe, put 
them into a kettle with nice leaves under 
and over them , adding a small piece of 
alum, and put over a slow fire to green ; 
keep them tightly covered. 
To fill, make 
a dressing of scraped horse-radish, white 
mustard seed, mace, nutmeg pounded, 
green ginger cut small, pepper, tumeric 
and sweet oil. 
Fill the mangoes with this 
mixture, putting a small clover of garlic 
into each one of them, replacing the pieces 
at the opening and sewing it in with 
strong thread. 
Put into stone jars and 
pour boiling vinegar over them. 


S t u f f e d P e p p e r s .—Chopa large cabbage 
finely, add one large spoonful grated horse­ 
radish root and one ounce of white mustard 
seed ; mix all this w ell; cut pieces out of 
the stem ends of large green peppers, large 
as a silver dollar ; fill with the tilling aud 
sew the pieces in again with cotton thread ; 
then take vinegar enough to cover; spice 
with cloves, mace aud allspice, w hole; 
boil, and when very cold pour over the 
peppers ; no salt is to be used. 
Mangoes 
are pickled and stuffed in the same man. 
ner. 


B a k i n g P o w d e r .—F o r those who, like 
myself (until lately), have been compelled 
to pay so much for baking powder, I will 
send this receipt : Six ounces of tartaric 
acid, eight of the best bakiDg soda, and 
«rae quart of flour. 
Sift five or six times 
through a tine sieve. 
Procure tartaric 
acid and soda from a good druggist. When 
prepared keep dry and well corked. 
Use 
the same quantity as you would of any 
other baking powder.

C r a c k e r s . — Use 14 cups of sifted flour 
1 cap rounding full of butter, 2 even tea­ 
spoons soda, 4 rounding full of cream-tar- 
tar. 
Sift soda and cream -tartar with the 
flour, rub the butter into the flour, add 3 
tea cups of cold water, roll thicker than 
pie cruBt, cut with a small cracker cutter, 
pick. 
Bake in a hot oven. 
After all are 
baked, put them in pans, in the oven, to 
dry, stirring 
occasionally; leave oven 
doors open. 
I only use one-half recipe at 
one time.

O y s t e r T o a s t .—ThiB is a nice little dish 
for luncheon or a late supper. 
Scald a 
quart of oy sters in their liquor, take them 
out and pound them in a mortar, when 
they form a paste, add a little rich cream 
and some pepper. 
Get ready some thin 
neat pieces of toast moistened slightly 
with boiling water spread with fresh but­ 
ter. 
Spread the oyster paste thickly upon 
the toast, put a thinly cut round of lemon 
upon each piece, and arrange parsley. 
Serve very hot. 


S t u f f e d T o m a to e s .—Take large, smooth 
tomatoes, take a little of the inside at the 
top and stuff'with a force meat made thus : 
Fry some minced onions in butter and add 
some bread crumbs, some cold chicken 
chopped very fine to moisten, and pepper 
and s a lt; mix w ell; take from the range, 
add raw yolk of egg, stuff the tomatoes and 
bake them in the oven. 
Broil your chops 
nicely, butter them hot and arrange them 
aronnd a platter with the stuffed tomatoes 
in the center. 


C r o w ’s N e s t .—Fill a deep pudding tin, 
or dish with apples cut in thin slices ; su­ 
gar and cinnamon, or lemon, to sweeten 
and flavor to taste, and a little water ; 
cover with a thick crust made as above ; 
bake until the apples are tender; serve hot 
with hard sauce, or with cream and sugar. 
Be sure to cut air holes in the crust to let 
the steam escape. 
A L u n c h e o n

The inventor of the monitor is one of the 
most modest and unpretentious mechanics of 
the age, and not likely to exaggerate the 
merits of his own work. 
H e is entirely satis­ 
fied w ith the result of recent experiments 
with his torpedo boat, and some of the most 
experienced naval officers in the U nited 
States service do not hesitate to pronounce 
it an unequivocal success. 
I t will be seen 
that Captain Ericsson bas invented three 
things—a boat, a gun and a projectile. 
The 
boat is submerged like a monitor, with all 
the machinery below an interm ediate deck of 
plate iron, which is strongly ribbed, and 
supports an inclined armor of plate.

has

ports at the sides, and can be split away with­ 
out the vessel's being disabled.

the heaviest ordnance, the Destroyer is prac­ 
tically invulnerable, aud at the same time a 
must terrible antagonist. 
H er armament 
consists of a single breech-loader of wrought- 
iron, hooped with steel and a bore of sixteen 
inches. 
This gun lies seven feet under water, 
and discharges a projectile containing 25Ó 
pounds of dynamite.
